Others examined during the day were 
Benjamin K. Cook, Charles W. Apple- 
man, counsel for Miss Mary C. Dye, to 
whom he says J. J. McNamara paid $400 
in his presence in settlement of a claim 
after she had mad¢ threats to expose 
certain doings of the iron workers, and 
Harry Graff, custodian of the American 
Central Life Building.

Never Told Cummins or State 
Banking Department He Would 
Save the Trust Company.

He Appears as a Witness Reluctantly 
— Way of a Philanthropist Hard, 
Indeed,” He Says. 





Andrew Carnegie appeared pesterday 
before the Grand Jury to deny em- 
phatically that he had ever promised aid 
to the Carnegie Trust Company or that 
he had ever given an assurance to the 
State Banking Department that he might 
come to the rescue of the institution 
which bore his name. He blames Clark 
Williams, former State Superintendent of 
Banks, for having introduced him to Will- 
iam J. Cummins, whom the ironmaster 
characterizes as a “ very bad banker.” 

For more than an hour Mr. Carnegie 
was before the Grand Jury, which called 
him to explain his connection with the 
Carnegie Trust, his relations with Cum- 
mins and other officials of the institu- 
tion, and detalls as to the manner in 
which he was led to advance $2,100,000 
to the Cummins syndicate early last year. 





A new light on this loan was thrown yes- 
terday by Mr. Carnegie. He told the| 


authorities thai it was not a loan to the! 


Carnegie Trust Company at all, but to | 


Cummins and-his associates to enable | 
them to bring about a proposed merger) 
of the Carnegie Trust. the old Van Nor- 
den Trust, the Twelfth and the Nine- 
teenth Ward Banks. The merger was 
never put through. 

Did Not Want to Testify. 

Mr. Carnegie did not appear as a wit- 
ness yesterday from choice, although he 
says he is glad to have been able to pre- 
sent his side of the case and correct any 
misunderstandings that may have existed 
R. A. Franks, fiscal agent. for Mr. Car- 
negie, suggested to District Attorney 
Whitman yesterday morning that he be 
allowed to save Mr. Carnegie the annoy- 
ance of testifying by appearing himseif 
before the Grand Jury. Mr. Whitman’rtTe- 
plied that the Grand Jury wished to deal 
with principals only and that: Mr. Car- 
negie’s appearance was imperative. 

Mr. Franks said it would be impossible 
for Mr. Carnegie to appear before May 7. 
The District Attorney called up Mr. Car- 
negie’s house on the telephone and in- 
structed the ironmaster's secretary to in- 
form him that his testimony was needed 
at once. 

The Grand Jury was hearing the testi- 
mony of Joseph B. Reichmann afew 
hours later when Mr. Carnegie reached 
the Criminal Court Building. The ex- 
amination of Reichmann was suspended, 
and a few minutes after his arrival Mr. 
Carnegie was escorted to the Grand Jury 
room. 

Although District Attorney Whitman 
refused to discuss Mr. Carnegie's testi- 
mony, his siory of his relations with the 
Carnegie Trust and Cummins was learncd 
later. Mr. Carnegie declared that the 
use Of his name by those who founded 


It is known that he | the Carnegie Trust Company was a dis-

fraud, and that immediately after 
the company began business he took steps 
to prevent the use of his name. His 
lawyers advised him that he could do 
nothing in the matter, as the founders of 
the Carnegie Trust had not used the 
name Andrew Carnegie, and that as there 
were many Carnegies in the world he 
would have trouble proving that he was 
the Carnegie referred to. Mr. Carnegie/ 
said, however, there was no doubt that the 
organizers of the trust company intended 
to profit by the use of his name. After 
he became convinced there was no use 
trying to prevent the use of the name, 
Mr. Carnegie came eventually to feel 
that he should, if possible, prevent harm 
befalling the institution. That was tne 
thougnt which led him to lend $2,000,000 
to the company during the panic of 1907. 
On that occasion Mr. Carnegie obtained, 
he says, such good collateral that C. ¢. 
Dickinson and the other Directors made 
haste to take up the loan. 

I made certain loans, too, on promises 
which were not kept,” says Mr. Carnegie. 
‘““And I never said after those loans that 
I would again go to the aid of the Car- 
negie Trust Company and its Directors. 
Nor was I ever asked to do so. I was al- 
ways In a@ condition to keep any financial} 
promises if I had made them, as I have 
always been reasonably successful in 
business."’ 


Cummins “a Bad Banker.” 


As to the remark of William J. Cum- 
mins that if the authorities wished to 
know what manner of man he was they 
could “‘ask Andrew Carnegie if there is a 
dishonest hair in Wiliam J. Cummins’s 
head,’’ Mr. Carnegie says: 

“TI have never guaranteed Mr. Cum- 
mins’s integrity, and, in fact, I knew little 
of him, far too little to guarantee him in 
any way. But the little I do know of Mr. 
Cummins shows him to be a bad banker.”’ 

Mr. Carnegie says he was told by Cum- 
mins that Clark Williams was to be Pres- 
ident of the merged banks which Cum- 
mins and his associates had in view, and 
that Mr. Williams led him to believe it. 
Mr. Carnegie does not think Mr. Williams 
should have sent him the letter praising 
Mr. Cummins as a banker. No explana- 
tion of the letter was ever received from 
Mr. Williams, says Mr. Carnegie. 
largely upon the strength of Mr. 
iams’s letter, the fronmaster says, 1 
he loaned the $2,100,000 to the Cummins

Mr. Carnegie says he fnet.State Bank- 
ing Superintendent Cheney only twice in 
his life.

‘‘ Neither at my home nor at the ban- 
quet did Mr. Cheney ask help for the 
trust company,” says Mr. Carnegie. 

At the Waldorf Mr. Cheney told Mr. 
Carnegie: ‘‘I will have to close the Car- 
negie Trust Company at c 1ce.’’ 

“Tf it is your duty I suppose you will 
have to do it,’’ Mr. Carnegie replied, 

Mr. Carnegie says he never wrote to 
the State Banking Department that he 
would lend any money to the Carnegie 
Trust. He says he never met Joseph T. 
Howell, the Nashville banker,: until Mr. 
Howell had been named as President of 
the Carnegie Trust Company. He and 
Algernon Frissell, President of the Fifth 
Avenue Bank, tried to get a suitable 
President for the Carnegie Trust to suc- 
ceed Joseph B. Reichmann, but none of 
the men they favored was in a position to 
take the Presidency.

Finally Cummins went to Mr. Carnegie 
and told him that he had a ‘ great man ”’ 
for the Presidency of the trust company, 
Mr. Carnegie says he never indorsed

Mr. Carnegie is unable to remember 
some of the details of his loans to the 
Carnegie Trust officials. He says such 
details have been left to Mr, Franks, his 
confidential agent,

Rabinoff & Atwell 
decided to replave Teresa with Esther

in the opening performance of ‘I Saltim- 
banchi,”” or ‘The Performer.’”” Mlle 
Zanani is sim and graceful. 

In preparation for the opening Monday 
night Rabinoff & Atwell billed the town

And Resign After Reaching Europe— 
Corral a Stumbling Block in 
Peace Negotiations.

MEXICO CITY, April 25.—The in- 


creasing boldness of language heard 
every day in Congress, the popular in- 
terest excited, and the popular approval 
of the most radical utterances are the 
most interesting feature of the situa- 
tion, and full of promise for the future. 


Last week no one went: to Congress. 
To-day you cannot reach even the press 
galleries unless you arrive threes hours 
before the opening of the session. 

For some explanation of this change 
from morgue-like stillfess to radical 
activity I called this afternoon, upon 
Manuel Calero, the distinguished advo- 
eate, who is taking a most important 
part in the debates and. is exerting 
great influence upon the negotiations of 
every kind to which the revolution has 
given rise. 

As to the fears that the suddenly 
awakened legislative branches of the 
Government might upset, or at all 
events retard the peace negotiations 
and the final settlement, Sefior Calero 
gave a tranquilizing opinion. 

“It may be, as some say,” began the 
distinguished advocate, who is such a 
student of our political affairs that he 
has frequently stolen away from his 
important cases here, hastening to 
‘some United States city merely to at- 
tend a*poltical convention, “‘ that Gen. 
Diaz has no authority in law for what 
he is now doing, but hé has a mandate 
from every patriotic Mexican. We are 
confident’ of his pAtriotism, especially 
those of us who have thowght it our 
duty at times to criticise, and I do not 
believe there will be any opposition in 
Congress that will endanger the nego- 
tiations or jeopardize the honorable 
peace which would seem to _be about to 
return to our distracted country. 

Dias Not a Despot. 
' “ We members of the so-called Oppo- 
sition, of the party of progress, the 


Progressives, &8 we think we should be" 


called, yield not even to Diaz’s most ar- 
dent followers in recognizing his right 
to the gratitude and confidence of all 
Mexicans, and had there been any doubt 
it should have been removed by the 
President’s attitude in the last few 
days. Had Diaz been the despot and 
unfeeling tyrant that he is represented 
to be, he would have continued to pros- 
ecute the war, and the obvious advan- 
tages he has in money resources would 
have given him the victory, but he has 
chosen the patriotic course. Of recent 
years Gen. Diaz has made some mis- 
takes, none very important, to be sure, 
until the question of tandidates for the 
Vice Presidency arose. Diaz then per- 
mitted and urged the election of Cor- 


the post. 

“Even were these criticisms not jus- 
tifiable, it is certain that Corral was 
forced {Into office against the wishes, 
boldly expressed, of the great majority 
of Mexicans. Those who persuaded 
Diaz to take this course have-a heavy 
responsibility to bear to-day and before 
nosterity. When this mistake was 
made, that has caused so many lives, 
Sso.much money, and has lowered our 
credit abroad, the Liberal groups, out 
of Which we had hoped to educate and 
develop a progressive party, divided. 
Some of us, shuddering before the 
chasm of civil war that opened before 
us, still clung to what might be called 
the evolutionary method and a waiting 
policy, while Madero went out in the 
field with his friends and raised the 
banner of revolt. They were more vir- 
ile than we, and.the sequel is their am- 
ple justification. 

Obstacles to Peace. 

“TI am hopeful that the negotiations 
will be successful, but at the same time 
I do not think it wise to minimize the 
obstacles that lie in the path of perma- 
nent peace. These are many. . 

* No, I do not think a demand will be 
made for the immediate resignation of 
Gen. Diaz, or, indeed; for his resigna- 
tion at any time, though I think it 
quite possible that after, initiating re- 
forms Gen. Diaz may carry out his 
long-planned trip to Europe and that, 
once there, he may resign if he sees 
fit to do so. To such a course, or to 
his remaining President as long as he 
lives, there will be no opposition from 
intelligent, patriotic people. There are, 
of course, many strangers who say that 
such @ course infringes on the best pre- 
cept and practice of popular govern- 


ment, but there exist exceptional cir-. 


cumstances which alter the case in 
Mexico. All but a few narrow-minded 
doetrinaires will applaud our patriotic 
President whichever of these two 
courses he chooses to pursue.

INTERBOROUGH’S NEXT MOVE 





Will Be Asked to Act at Once on Ques 
tion of Modifying Its Offer—Mayor 
Expects Decision In a Week. . 





The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
made a formal presentation of its subway 
offer to the city yesterday in a-léetter to 
Borough President George McAneny, 
Chairman of the Transit Committee of 
the’ Board of Estimate, and William R.

Commission.. The lettér shows the Ye-

submission. of its offer of March 2. It 
includes the operation of the Broadway- 
Lexington Avenue Subway in Manhattan 
and its extensions in the Bronx, with the 
Subway and elevated extensions in Brook- 
lyn, Manhattan, and Queens, covered in 
the earliet pfoposition,. and establishes 
a five-cent fare in all boroughs, including 
a possible extension under thé Narrows: 
to Richmond, except to Coney Island. © 

The company proposes to spend §$76,- 
000,000 of ‘its own capital in extending its 
eleyated lines, connecting its old steam 
surface lines in §outh Brooklyn. and 
“latbush with the proposed new*subways 
and equipping the new subways and. ele- 
vated for operation. It estimates the 
maximum financial requirement for the 
city at $83,500,000, but this is based on « 
the large size tube originally planned for — 
the Triborough Subway. * On a reduced 
bore the proposed use of the city’s credit 
is cut down to $73,500,000. 

The B. R..T. points thea way .to a fur- 
ther reduction of $19,000,000 in the re- 
quirement for immediate employment of 
municipal bonds, by offering to build the 
Broadway Subway from Ninth Street to 
Fifty-ninth Street and across to the 
Queensboro Bridge, for $5,000,000, if the 
city decides to adhere to the original 
extensions of the Fourth’Avenue Subway 
to Fort Hamilton and Coney Island. On 
July 1 next, the letter declares, the city 
will have $80,000,000 available for Sub- 
way construction. Ria 

As to the raising of its funds, the B. 
R. T., according to a definite statement 
made yesterday by Col. Timothy S. Will- 
iams, its President, to Mr. Willcox, has 
made its arrangements through Anthony 
N. Brady, who is Chairman of its Ex- 
ecutive Committee. This assurance was 
conveyed in a conference yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the offices of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, The conference was of 
short duration, as the Chairman of the 
Public Service Commission had to leave 
at 8:30, and accordingly the B. R. T. 
plan will not be completely canvassed 
until to-morrow, when another session will 
be held.

If the income shall be insufficient to 
meet the foregoing charges, or, any part 
thereof, the deficit shall be paid annually 
by the city. 

All the remaining net proceeds after the 
above deductions shall be divided as fol- 
lows: Three-quarters thereof to the city 
and one-quarter to the company as com- 
pensation for its services and facilities in 
carrying on the operation of such exten- 
sions. ' 

Particular Suggestions as to South 


Brooklyn Lines. 


Our proposition of March 2 involved the 
elevation of existing steam railroad lines 
and the connection of those lines thus 
elevated with the Fourth Avenue Subway 
at Forty-third Street. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as the city desires that any exten- 
sions (as in effect these would be) of the 
Fourth Avenue Subway should be oper- 
ated on the indeterminate plan of fran- 
chise, revocable after ten years, it will be 
impossible for us to include such steam 
railroad lines thus reconstructed under 
such a contract on account of the leasehold 
and other interests involved, and on ac- 
coumt of the fact that the rights of way 
of many of these lines are owned In fee 
and covered by mortgages, and could not 
thus be conveyed. Moreover, there seems 


to be a quite loudly expressed sentiment 
in that section of the city against this 
part of our plan and in favor of that 
feature of the Triborough plan, which in- 
volved two extensions from the Fourth 
Avenue Subway to be constructed by the 
city, one to Fort Hamilton and the other 
to Coney Island. We think this a mistak- 
en idea, for our plan gives four rapid 
transit lines from the terminus of the 
Fourth Avenue Subway through the same 
and greater ‘territory, while the Tribor- 
ough plan gives only two. Nevertheless, 
in order to meet the objection created by 
the question of indeterminaie franchise 
and with the desire to acquiesce in the 
apparently prevailing opinion in South 
Brooklyn, we are prepared to suggest as 
a substitute for that part of our March 2 
proposal] the following alternatives: 


1. Either that any or all of the so-called 
Bouth Brooklyn extensions be regarded as 
extensions.of existing lines and constructed 
under the provisions of the rapid transit 
act, with such modifications in route as 
might be necessary and desirable—which 
would make the franchise revocable after 
ten years; or 

2. That the original extensions of the 
Fourth Avenue Subway embodied in the 
lan of the Triborough route be constructed 
y the city, and included in the lines to 
be equipped and operated by us. 


In the event that the first suggested 
alternative be adopted the company will 
providé the necessary money for the con- 
struction as well as for the equipment of 
these lines. 

In the event that alternative No. 2 be 

adopted we will contract for. $5,000,000 of 
city money, to construct and equip the 
roposed subway line on Broadway (Man- 
attan) north of Ninth Street, on Sev- 
enth Avenue, and on Fifty-ninth Street, 
the city assuming the cost of real es- 
tate, easements, and damages.

The meeting arranged by John D. Crim- 
mins, a4 member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Transit Committée, between Mayor 
Gaynor and a delegation of real estate 
men who favor the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company’s subway proposition, 
took place yesterday morning at 10:30 
o'clock at City Hah. Allan 
President of the Allied Real Estate In- 
terests, made the principal speech on be- 
half of the realty interests, and Mayor 
Gaynor responded at length on behalf of 
himseif. The Mayor said in part: 

Gentlemen: The burden of the addresses 
made to me is this—I am requested to 
use my influence to bring this matter to 
a head and have the building of the sub- 
ways actually begun. I can only say to 
you that from the first week I came into 
this office I have been using my influ- 
ence as best I could to that end, but I 
beg you to remember that I came into 
office alone in the Board of Estimate 


and Apportionment. Although I came in 
alone, I am glad to say that since then 
the majority of the members of the board, 
honorable men, have manifested a dispo- 
sitio to work with me-in all things for 
the good of the city, and I am sure I 
ra manifested that disposition toward

But when I came in I found a grievous 
dispute here. Every sensible person knows 
that when we build a subway system we 


fhave to get a corporation to operate it. 


{t am sorry to say that possibly we have 
some in the Government who would like 
to see the city build a system which could 
not be operated at a profit, so that the 
city would be forced to begin operation 
itself at this time, and I have always said 
I did not believe the city was ready for 
that fcr several. reasons that I 
go into now. 
that. 


For a Five-Borough System, 


They had What they called the Tribor- 
ough rcute organized. That was for three 
boroughs. I had in mind all the time five 
boroughs—a five-borough route, a unit, 
one system with one fare wherever you 
got on all over this great city. That is 
what I had in my mind, and it was no 
chimera at all, because I knew it to be 
entirely feasibie. 

The idea of abandoning the present sys- 
tem and rigging up 2 new system out of 
the routes which our predecessors had 
laid out for this system and thereby hav- 
ing two systems with two fares and trans- 
fers, and maybe my successors in office 
rigging up a third route because they got 
mad at some corporation or something, 
and so on, with no consistency or con- 
tinuvity of government, never was agreéee- 
able to me. But nevertheless, the Tri- 
borough route was put up for bids to 
build it, and also, as the law required, 
for bids fcr an operator. Why, some peo- 
ple would think it was just as easy to 
eat a cookie as to build the- Triborough 
route, and.it would run itself according 
to the way some learned newspaper edi- 
tors wrote and some other people in this 
community. But when we put it up for 
an operator I need not tell men of your 
charccter and intelligence we could not 
get a single bid. That was the situation. 

I was held up as having pledged myself 
to one system of routes and having 
broken my word and gone over to some 
other corporation, or something of that 
kind. Never in my life did I pledge my-

track subway extending southerly on 
Broadway from Ninth Street of the traf- 
fic contributed by a four-track subway 
on Broadway north of Ninth Street and 
by a four-track subway on the east side 
north of Ninth Street would present a 
difficult operating situation. We sug- 
gested that if feasible a two level six- 
track subway be constructed on Broad- 
way between Ninth Street and City Hall, 
which, by proper use of express tracks 
and proper spacing of express stations, 
would, in our judgment, fill the operating 
requirements. If, however,.this should 
not be deemed feasible from either an

devilish attempt to crush 
the way Timothy Healy, 
President of the International Brother- 
heod of Stationary Firemen, referred last 
night to the arrest of the McNamara 
brothers and Ortie McManigle in connec- 
tion with the destruction of The Los An- 
geles Times Building and the Llewellyn 
Iron Works of that city. 

It is not Mr. Healy’s idea that the 
McNamaras or any labor men dynamited 
The Los Angeles Times Building, but that 
thugs and assassins were employed by 
capitalistic organizations to do s0, and 
have now, through Detective Burns and 
others, succeeded in weaving a plot en- 
trapping !abor men with the sole object 
of bringing the labor cause into disgrace 
and thereby weaken it before the public, 
or, if possible, utterly destroy it. 

“Capitalistic combinations,” he de- 
clared with vehemence, “ will stoop to 
anything to retain their grip on the 
throats of the workers in this country.” 

Mr. Healy told first how an effort was 
made in Philadelphia to put him in just 
the position J. J. McNamara finds him- 
self, and how it failed only because he 
drove his tempter, in the employ of cap- 
ital, he says, from his room in a hotel, 
and thus saved himself. 

“While down in Philadelphia at tne 
time of the street car strike last year 
helping to organize the employes of the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company, I 
Was one night in the iatter part of 
February holding a conference in my 
room in the Columbia Hotel with R. C. 
McLean, a representative of the local 
brotherhood, when the name of a man 
Was sent up.”’

It will not surprise 
Some persons if it is learned later that 
much of the important developments of 
the last few days were due to “tips” 
from Miss Dye.

Marshail's legal adivser; Secretary ot 
State Ellingham, and City Clerk Ramsey 
were summoned to appear anfi take the 
record in the extradition case of Mc- 
Namara before the Grand Jury this aft- 
ernoon, but were excused until to-morrow. 

The affidavits against Drew, Ford, Ba- 
dorf, and Fox were made by J. J. Kea- 
gan, a labor union leader of Indianapolis 
and member of the Indiana Legislature. 


Burns Eludes Constables. 


Before Burns decided to give himself 
up he had fun-at the expense of a dozen 
Indianapolis Constables. 

Burns returned from Toledo at 2:50 
o’clock this morning. He heard about the 
warrant for his arrest and then went to 
bed. His room number on the hotel 
register was 716. At 7 o’clock the con- 
stables began looking for Burns, and Con- 
stables Barton and Wenzler went to the 
detective’s room. A lght overcoat lay 
on a chair. Across its collar was the 
name ‘‘ Burns’; a traveling bag was on 
the floor, but the owner was nowhere 
to be seen. 

“Where is he?” asked Wenzler of the 
house matron, who appeared surprised 
at the question. She did not know. 

Barton lifted the bag, weighing it as 
though he thought the detective might be 
in the bag. The constables resolved to 
watch and wait. 

While the search was going on Burns 
was in the hotel in the room*of Walter 
Drew, almost under his own room, on 
the sixth floor, which allowed @ reporter 
to enter. He smiled when informed that 
the ‘‘sleuths”’ were about the hotel. 

‘“* Sorry to cause them s0 much trouble,”’ 
he said. 

‘*‘IT was very tired when I reached In- 
danapolis this morning and I wished to 
sleep, I heard about the warrant—yes—I 
will give myself up and go through with 
it, of course. But I did not wish my 
breakfast to be interrupted; I desired 
time to comb my hair.’’ 


Badorf is Arrested. 


Later in the morning the Constables 
gathered outsides Mr. Drew's room. They 
went there in force, and the door was 
opened to their knock, and a minute later 
Constable Barton was involved in a strug- 


gle with J. A. G. Badorf, one of the men 
who works with Mr. Drew, and who is an 
agent of the National Erectors’ Associa- 
tion. 
“You can’t come in,’ said Badorf. 

But Barton said he could go in, an 
Wenzler and Barton went in by force. 
They searched the room, but Burns could 
10t be found. The ConStables thereupon 
arrested Badorf on charges of resisting 
an officer, and assault and battery, in ad- 
dition to the kidnapping charge, for 
which a warrant had been sworn out. 

Burns said he would remain in Indian- 
apolis a day cr two to complete this end 
of the case. He said he would make no 
more arrestS here. 

“IT know of no additional charges 
against anybody connected with the 





saying he was ready to back up his, 
statements anywhere. 

* This man,” continued Mr. Healy, | 

“sent word he was anxious to speak to 
.me, and was admitted. I recognized him 
@8S an ex-member of the Firemen’s Union 
of Philadelphia. He said he had just 
quit his job in one of the power plants 
of the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, and that he wanted to help us. 

“*T have got several ‘thousand dol- 
lars,’ he declared, ‘and I am willing to 
spend most of it to help you beat the 
company.’ 

‘* We told him we didn’t need the money 
just then, and thanked him for the offer. 
The next day he came to my room when 

was alone anu started in discussing 

lans for pulling some of the men out of 

the power plants. I told him there was 
one plant, the Wyoming, in the outskiris 
of the city that I didn’t believe,we could 
do much with, as it was not organized 
strongly. 

“*Oh, that’s all right,’ said he with in- 
terest, ‘I can fix that up for you dead 
easy. I'll blow it up.’ 

‘** You must be crazy,’ I said to him, 
but he persisted, saying he was perfect- 
ly willing to do it. ‘It is the easiest way 
to clean the men out of that plant,’ he 
deciared. 

*I then reminded him that he was a 
family man, and that he must be crazy 
even to think of such a scheme, adding 
that he would not only endanger the lives 
of a lot of innocent men, but would risk 
his own neck as well. 

** All I want,’ he urged, ‘is your per- 
mission. I'll take the risk. lI've got the 
dynamite, and I can bring it up to your 
room this afternoon, and to-night I can 
take it over there and blow up the plant.’ 

‘*By that time I knew the man was 
crooked, but I argued with him a little 
longer to draw him out. He told me I 
was taking a weak and foolish stand, 
and that the only way to beat the com- 
pany was io blow up their property. 

‘*T turned upon then and ordered 
him out of my room, telling him that if 
by any chance the plant was destroyed, I 
would see to it personally that he was 
the first man arrested for it. He left in 
‘a hoff, and I at once started an investi- 
gation. 1 found that two hours before 
he came to me with his proposal to blow 
up the power plant. he had been closeted 
for an hour and a half with a representa- 
tive of a big corporation interested in the 
strike. [Here Mr. Healy gave the name 
of the corporation.] In addition I learned 
later that at the end of three weeks he 
had a job with this corporation. 

** Now, I regard this incident as typical 
of the steps which capital will take to 
give labor a black eye. Knowing what 
capital was willing to gtoop to in my case, 
is it not reasonable for me to believe that 
the men now under arrest are victims of 
a similar but more successfully executed 
conspiracy? 

*T know John McNamara personally. 
I know him to be an honest, law-abiding 
citizen and incapable of the outrages at- 
tributed to him by the enemies of labor. 
But not for personal reasons alone am I 
willing to defend him, but becauSe it is 
high time that the public should know the 
extremes to which the manufacturing in- 
terests will go to crush the labor unions.”’ 

After speaking of the bitter strife be- 
tween labor and capital in Los Angeles 
which he himself recenily observed, Mr. 
Healy continued: 

‘*But it is not only in 
fornia that capital is trying to demoral- 
ize labor. I tell you that these dyna- 
mitings that have been going on all over 
the country in the last year are only a 
part of the devilish plot framed up by 
capital in a last desperate effort to put 
labor unions ‘down and out’ for all 
time. 

“Tt is not difficult tor capital to find 
thugs and desperadoes to commit crimes 
which later are fixed upon the shoulders 
of innocent men. Money will buy such 

rsons, but, thank God, money can also 

urnish the assurance of an honest trial. 
Labor will supply all the money that is 
necessary to see that the McNamaras 
and any others that are arrested have the 
best lawyers obtainable that they get a 
fair trial when their cases come up.” 


SEARCH WOODS FOR SCHMIDT. 


Suspect Thought to be in the Wis- 
consin Lumber Camps.

Burns Sure of Convictions. 


John J. McNamara’s failure to go to 
his brother's aid when arrested with Ortie 
McManigle in Detroit on April 12 is re- 
garded by Detective Burns as being evi- 
dence of a fear that attention might be 
directed to himself. Burns denied that he 
had sent a decoy letter to J. J. Me- 
Namara to say that his brother and Mc- 
Manigle had escaped to Canada from De- 
troit. 

Burns says his case against the men ar- 
rested is complete and he will convict 
all. He answered the charge that he 
planted the dynamite himself as ‘*‘ man- 
ufactured evidence’’ with a laughing 
denial. 

“Wait and see,”’ he said. 

Burns this morning asserted that he 
found three witnesses at Tiffin, Ohio, 
who said thev saw McManigle and James 
B. McNamara at that place, and that 
the two men went there frequently to get 
supplies of dynamite from a shed where 
hundreds of pounds of the explosive was 
stored. 

Burns says he found witnesses also at 
Toledo who declared McManigie and 
James B. McNamara, under assumed 
names, were at that city on April 11, 
when the two men ecarried four suit 
cases, Three of these suit cases they 
carried away, and Burns said he found 
these in the basement of the American 
Central Life Building here, in which 
building the structural iron workers have 
their international headquarters. The 
fourth suit case, according to Burns, is 
the one found at the Toledo Union Sta- 
tion, and which Burns said was checked 
and left there by McManizle. 

The detectivé affirmed that the same 
brand of dynamite taken from the quarry 
at Bloomville, Ohio, was used in four dis- 
astrous explosions, and was found in this 
citveand at Tiffin. Burns went so far as 
to say that his operatives saw McManigle 
and James B. McNamara carrying pack- 
ages of dynamite near the Llewellyn Iron 
Works, Los Angeles, just before that 
plant was blown up. He said he expected 
to prove that James B. McNamara bought 
the piano box in which dynamite w4s 
stored in the W. D. Jones barn near this 
City. 

Burns also said that James B. McNa- 
mara, under the name of J. B. McGraw, 
bought 200 pounds of nitroglycerine at 
Portland, Ind., just before a factory was 
destroyed at Peoria, Ill., and he said the 
man was registered at Peoria as “J. &. 
McGraw” at the time of the explosion, 
and was seen near the plant. Burns sa‘d 
part of the nitroglycerine failed to ex- 
plode. 


Tells How Clocks Worked. 
3urns talked freely of the clew found at 
Peoria, saying: 

“ The finding of the unexploded charge 
of nitroglycerine enlightened us as to the 
methods of the dynamiters. The nitro- 
glycerine had a clock and battery at- 
tached for the purpose of bringing about 
the explosion. It was a No. 5 dry battery, 


with an ordinary fifty-cent alarm’ clock. 
It was attached to a board with a length 
of copper. The piece of copper wire was 
soldered to the key of the clock in a pecu- 
liar way. 

“ The clock was so set that at the time 
the alarm went off it would carry, with it 
the plece of copper wire. On reaching 
the board it would come in contact with 
a second piece of copper wire and this 
would form a circuit. Sparks would be 
generated and the charge of nitroglycerine 
would be exploded. 

“Do you not see what a convincing 
proof it is when I tell you that this brand 
of nitroglycerine, this very make of alarm 
clock, this precise kind of copper wire, 
this combined arrangement of board and 
Wire and clock is precisely the same as 
Were useu in the destruction of The Los 
Angeles Times Building, in the attempted 
destruction of the Zeehandelaar and Har- 
rison Gray Otis houses, and in other out- 
rages? 

“The records seized in the office and 
Safe of the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers in 
this city contain entries of large sums of 
money paid to James B. McNamara and

“I am satisfied from information in my 
possession that the dynamiters’ intended 
to blow up several) places in Detroit and 
Toledo, and that plang for this work were 
unaer way at the time of the arrests. 

“You ask me to tell the secret of the 
methods by which I and my men solved 
the mystery of this succession of astound- 
ing crimes. I can only say that it was 
due in part to an intuition. 

‘After working on the Peoria, Los 
Angeles, Milwaukee, and American Bridge 
Company cases, decfded that these 
crimes must be part of a labor union war 
against certain firms in the structural 
iron business. The establishing of the sur- 
prising coincidences in the kind of nitro- 





slycerine and dynamite used, in the sim- 
iarity of the clocks, copper wire, and other 
apparatus furnished other clues. 


Always on the Trail. 


public can form no idea of the 
amount of evidence gathered 
these men by my agents, who 
slept for scores of days and nights at the 
same hotels with them, followed them 


from place to place, relieving one an- 
other, of course, so ag not to be recog- 
nized, visiting dynamite and nitro-glycerin 
plants, clockmakers, and wire factories, 
attending meetings of labor unions, keep- 
ing watch On supposedly doomed plants, 
factories and mills, getting specimens of 
fandwriting. and conferring with the po- 
lice and with threatened manufacturers 
in many cities, 

“Success was won by working and 
waiting. When we were conyinced that 
we had not only the guilty men. but the 
right kind of proof, and that there was 
no chance for them to escape, we made 
our coup. 

‘“I want to deny emphatically the story 

that MecManigie has Ween granted or 
promised immunity because of revela- 
tions he is said ‘to have made. It is true 
that after their arrest I had an interview 
with James B. McNamara and McManigle 
at Detective Reed’s house in South Chi- 
cago, but I did not use any third-degree 
methods. . 
“IT may say I expect that certain mis- 
called representatives of organized labor 
will try to persuade the public that this 
ig a plot got up by myself and others to 
put Organized labor in a false light and 
to strike at men having the confidence 
of the working people. Nothing could be 
further from that truth. 

“It may not be generally known, but it 
is a fact, that in the course of my inves- 
tigation of scores of..dynamiting out- 
rages the offices of my agency were 
broken open, cabinets were rifled, and 
many papers were scattered ground in an 
effort to find some of the repdrts bearing 
on these cases, but the thieves failed in 
their quest, and all the records and proofs 
are intact.’’ 

With the assertion that he had been 
actuated by a stern sense of duty to the 
public, Burns said: 

“The statement of President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor that 
the picking out of these men is part of an 
attempt to assissinate union Ht ao is ab- 
solutely untrue and unwarranted. The 
bare, unadorned facts will convince all 
honest labor men that these men 
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are guilty and unworthy of sympathy.” 
Darrow May Defend Them, 

Presumably to take the leadership of 
the legal contest that will be waged by 
the labor leaders on behalf of the McNa- 
maras and McManigle, Clarence 8. Dar- 
row of Chicago came to this city early 
to-day and began an investigation of the 
dynamiting cases in Indianapolis. 

Mr. Darrow denied that he had been em- 
ployed in the case, but information given 
out at Chicago at the time he started for 
Indianapolis led to the conclysion that 
he would take a prominent part in the 
defense of those accused of dynamiting. 

Mr. Darrow said he came here particu- 
larly to look into the manner in which 
John J. McNamar& was extradited from 
Indianapolis and to investigate the sur- 


+rTounding circumstances. 


Mr. Darrow was doubtful, from the ex- 
amination he had made of the law, that 
the extradition had been accomplished 
in a strictly legal mannér. The unions 
expect Mr. Darrow, if employed as coun- 
sel, to prove the innocence of the union 
men as he did for Moyer, Pettibone and 
Haywood of the Western Federation of 
Miners, when tried for the murder of Gov. 
Steunenberg of Idaho. 

Every international labor organization 
in the country is urging a sweeping in- 
vestigation of the alleged kidnapping of 
John J. McNamara. The committee ap- 
pointed by the Central Labor Union on 
Monday night to investigate the alleged 
kidnapping met to-day with the National 
Executive Board of the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners at the 
latter’s building and drafted a plan for a 
proposed Congressional investigation, 
Telegrams Were sent to-night to Repre- 
sentative Charles A. Korbly at Washing- 
ton asking him to introduce a resolution 
in Congress for an investigation of the 
affair. It is expected that similar mes- 
sages will be sent to Senators Kern and 
Shively. 

It is probable that other messages will 
be sent to revresentatives in Congress 
from other States requesting that the in- 
vestigation be made. Henry Seyfried, who 
was appointed a special prosecutor to pro- 
ceed against the alleged kidnappers, at- 
tended the meeting. 

Pian to Free McNamara. 

The local labor leaders also discussed a 
plan of extraditing the prisoner from Call- 
fornia back to his home in Indiana through 
the Federal court, although they have not 
yet obtained legal advice on that subject. 
It was suggested that a writ of habeas 
corpus might be obtained through the 
Federal courts on the ground that the pro- 
ceeding in Indiana was illegal and that 
the proposed prosecution of the prisoner 
in Los Angeles would be illegal. 

The’ sum of $300 was wired to Los An- 
geles, Cal., for J. McNamara to-day 
by the International Executive Board of 
the ironworkers, in session in this city. 
He had very little money when he was 
taken from Indianapolis, and he had no 
chance to obtain any. The money was 
sent to McNamara for his immediate ex- 
senses, in care of local labor leaders at’ 
~ Angeles, Cal. 

The International Typographical Union, 
the headquarters of which are in this 
city, is expected to lend assistance to the 
indicted iron work®rs’ official, President 
James M. I.yvnch at present, however, is 
in New York on business and Secretary 
John W. Hays is in San Francisco, Cal., 
arranging for the National convention to 
be held there this Summer. 


Asks Only Fair Play. 


That the members of trade unions will 
turn their attention to purging their 
ranks of men such as McNamara, if it 
is proved that he is guilty of the crimes 
charged against him, is the belief of BE. BE. 
Perry, Secretary of the United Mine 
Workers of America. In the meantime 
Mr. Perry says the mine workers wilil 
give the strongest moral and financial 
support they can to McNamara and the 
other two prisoners, 

‘‘We will do as much as we can, moral- 
ly and financially, to see that McNamara 
gets a fair trial,’’ said Perry. ‘‘ We do 
not approve of any acts of the kind 
churged against him, but he is entitled to 
the right to be considered innocent until 
it is proved that he is guilty. 

“But if it is proved that the charges 
against him are true, we are as anxious 
as anybody that he be punished for the 
crime, and if, in a fair trial this is estab- 
lished, we will be just as earnest and will 
go just as strongly into the work of purg- 
ing the ranks of the unions of such men 
as McNamara.,”’ 

Perry expressed the opinion that undue 
haste had been exercised in getting Mc- 
Namara out of the eity, and said in his 
opinion a proper regard for the rights of 
the accused man had not been shown in 
Indianapolis, 


Tells of McNamara Demand, 


An incident in connection with the com- 
pletion of the equipment. of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association Bullding in 
Indianapolis two years ago, when John 
J. McNamara protested against non-union 
men putting together the steel lockers in 
the building, was recalled by A. H. God- 
dard, General Secretary of the Young 


Men's Christian Association to-night. 
Mr. Goddard said the contract fdr the 
lockers had been given to a New Britain 
(Conn.) firm, and there was nothing ’to do 
after the steel parts arrived here but to 
bolt them together, The contractor had 
charge of this work, and was intending 
to employ ordinary workmen. When this 
was about to be done, Mr. Goddard. says, 
he was visited by McNamara, whod was 
accompanied by Edgar A. Perkins and 
another labor man.

ONE STRIKE PREVENTED. 


Los Angeles Bricklayers Not to Join 
General Tie-Up—Witnesses Arrive.

LOS ANGELES, Cal, April 25.—The 
first concrete result locally of the arrest 
of the two McNamaras and McManigle 
was the announcement to-day that the 
Bricklayers’ Union, which had planned to 
gO on & general strike here on May 1, has 
abandoned the plan. They had expected to 
join with the Carpenters’ Union and other 
building trades and tie up all construction 
work. | 
The hews of the arrests brought con- 
sternation to the labor union ranks. It 
was stated at the bricklayers’ headquar- 
ters to-day that scores of workmen either 
came in person or called up and said they 
would having nathing further to do with 
the union if a strike was called at this 
time. Flat assurance was made to J. F. 
Hall, President of the Master Builders, 
that the bricklayergs will not strike. 

William D, Jones, a member of the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World, was ar- 
rested at Second and Los Angeles Streets 
to-day following remarks in which he is 
alleged to have advocated defiance of 


the authorities in connection with the 
arrest of the McNamaras and McManigle. 
Jones was taken to the Central Police 
Station and locked up. The police alleged 
that prior to his arrest he was instruct- 
ing his hearers in the proper methods of 
using dynamite for the blowing up of 
trains and raltlroad stations. When 
searched at the police station a book was 
found on the prisoner in which were 
plans of various methods of placing ex- 
plosives. 

Anton Johansen, a former organizer of 
the State Buildinz Trades Council, and 
Mrs. L. H. Ingersoll, who are expected to 
prove important witnesses in the dyna- 
miting case, arrived in Los Angeles to- 
day from San Francisco. Johansen is the 











van of the army cf union agitators who, 
ix is cpenly announced, will be here dur- 
ing the trial. 

Johansen was at Labor Temple and 
gave advice to unlon men as to what to 
do to aid the prisoners. J. B. McNamara 
is said to have boarded under the name 
f J. B. Eryce at Mrs. Ingersoll’s house. 

O. M. Hilton of Denver, who is passing 
the Winter in Pomona, received a tele- 
gram this morning from President Ryan 
of the Iron Workers Unton asking him 
if he would defend the men arrested for 
complicity in the dynamiting cases, who 
are now being brought from Chicago to 
Los Angeles. 

Hilton has been the attorney for the 
Western Federation of Miners for several 
years, and was associated with Clarence 
Darrow in defending Haywood, Moyer, 
and Pettibone at Bolse. 

The County Grand Jury was called sud- 
denly to meet to-day to consider further 
evidence in connection with the dynamit- 
ing of the Lieweilyn Iron Works and The 
Times Building. 

While no definite statement could be 

Obtained from the authorities here to- 
day, it is reported that the two McNa- 
maras and McManigle will arrive here to- 
morrow. 
. Sheriff Hammell, with two deputies, 
left late this afternoon to meet the Santa 
Fé Limited No. 3, which is speeding 
westward with the prisoners. i. 
thought he will meet the train close to 
the California boundary. All possible ef- 
forts have been made to bring the pris- 
oners to the county jail secretly. It is 
thought the pfisoners may be taken off 
the train at Pasadena and brought here 
by automobile. 

Prosecuting Attorney John D. Fred- 
ericks is arranging for @ speedy arraign- 
ment and early trial. When informed of 
the arrest of Attorney Ford in Indian- 
apolis to-day on a-‘charge of kidnapping 
Mr. Fredericks said: 

“The arrest of Ford is an absurdity, 
and nothing can come of it except a lit- 
tle delay. He is not an arresting officer, 
anyway. He went to Indianapolis to col- 
lect evidence and to see that the papers 
in the cases were all right. The extra- 
dition papers under which the prisoners 
are being brought to Los Angeles were 
duly executed and signed by the Gov- 
ernors of both States. 

‘There can be no flaw in the case so 
far ns that ‘s concerned; and as to the 
arrest ard removal from Indianapolks, 
why, Ford had nothing to do with it. He 
will take care of himself all right.” 

The California State Federation of La- 
bor has issued an appeal to the public to 
give the accused men the benefit of pre- 
sumption of innocence. A _ resolution was 
passed by thé Executive Board denounc- 
ing the crimes charged as ‘“so heinous 
and revolting that no just punishment 
could ever be meted out.” 


SECRET SERVICE DIDN'T HELP. 


Official Denial in Washington—Con- 
gressional Inquiry Asked For. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—Immediate 
investigation of the arrest and extradi- 
tion of J. J. McNamara of Indianapolis 
is provided for in a resolution introduced 
in the House to-day by Representative 
Victor Berger of Wisconsin, the Socialist 
member. Mr. Berger would have the in- 

ulry undertaken by a joint committee of 
the House and Senate, the committee 
being empowered to make a thorough in- 
vestigation into the arrest of the Indian- 
apolis_labor union official, who is being 
hurried to Los Angeles on the charge of 
having been implicated In «the dynamiting 
of The Los Angeles Times building. 

Officials of the Department of Justice 
and the Treasury deny published reports 
that Government detectives -were con- 
nected with the cases against the Mc- 
Namara brothers and McManigle.

CLARKE’S UMBRELLA AIRSHIP. 


Newspaper Writer and Poet Takes Out 
Patent on Machine to Go Straight Up. 


A new airship of the helicopter type, 
which is intended to do away with the 
necessity of running along the ground to 
xain lifting momentum, is the invention 
of Joseph I. C. Clarke of 159 West Ninety- 
fifth Street. Mr, Clarke ts well known as 
a former editor, a dramatist,-and poet of 
attainments, and more recently as’ the 
Press representative of the Standard Oil 
Company. 
The patent for the new device was 
granted yesterday and preparations for 
tests are to begin at once. The new ma- 
chine, it was said, would enable an avia- 
tor to ascend directly from the doorstep 
of his housé, or preferably from the roof 
of any buiiding. 
In shape, the new machine, when con- 
structed, will resemble an umbrella, with 
added features. The Hfting power, too, 
will be of the same nature as that tending 
to take an umbrella up in the air in a 
Storm. Practically all the weight will be 
Supported below the big conical shaped 
sheet of light metal, which is expected to 
sive the machine great stability. 
‘In the main,’” said Mr. Clarke last 
night, “‘my device will have just two 
features differing from others. First, 
the conical-shaped apparatus intended to 
Scatter air, by means of a _ horizontal 
propeller, downward and outward. thus 














fling the air backward or forward; and, 
secondly, a hood on the extreme top of 
the machine and built over the propeler, 
which, when the air is drawn into it, 
will fre the machine direction and great 
Speed, 

“The second feature is somewhat more 
complex, but I can illustrate by the ex- 
ample furnished by a hood over an or- 
dinary chimney, such as you find in a 
locality where the winds are variable. 
This hood will also be conical in shape, 
and will be placed over the propeller. 
It will be equipped with a tall, consisting 
of a simple metal sheet. This tail device 
will, in effect, be the rudder, and by 
shifting it the machine will get direction, 
‘The hood arrangement is only used 
after the machine gets up into the air. 
It- is really the most vital part of the 
invention, however, because by it I hope 
to send my craft in any direction and with 
great speed. If I should want to go north, 
for instance, I would draw the hood over 
the propeller and head the tail of the 
hood toward the north. The air will be, 
drawn in from that direction, then, and 
the force of the section will draw the 
ship toward the north. 


POLICEMAN SHOOTS NEGRO. 


Fires on Him as He.Runs for Cover 
When He Hears Shots Aimed at Thief. 


Four men filched two sandwiches and 
a pie a little before 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning -from a delicatessen shop in 
Ninth Avenue, below Fifty-third Street, 
and got away with them. The police 
activity in the case, immediately follow- 
ing, resulted in their taking into custody 
the astonished proprietor, Samuel Plotkin, 
and Arthur Bell, a young negro who had 
nothing to do with the affair and who 
now lies in Flower Hospital, where he is 


being treated for a wound from the re- 
volver of Patrolman James B. Decker, at- 
tached to the Central Office.. In the words 
of Lieut. O'Neill of the West Forty-sev- 
enth Street Station, it was ‘‘ one of those 
unfortunate mistakes.”’ 

The negroes of the neighborhood and of 
“San Juan Hiil,"” where Bell lives, in 
West Sixtieth Street, are much exercised 
over the shooting, and some of them 
vowed they would go down. to Mayor 
Gaynor and lay the whole matter before 
him. Deputy Police Commissioner Dris- 
coll made an early morning call at the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station, where 
he had some questions to ask. He or- 
dered the release of Bell, who was held 
as a prisoner on the charge of being a 
suspicious person, It will be a week at 
least, however, before the young negro 
can leave the hospital. The shot took 
effect in the back. 

It all happened this way: The four 
men who entered Plotkin’s Slace ordered 
sandwiches and hurried away with the 
first two unpaid for while the proprietor 








They also took a pie. Plotkin had ex- 
perienced shabby treatment from custo- 
mers before and was armed. He fired 
twice into the air as the last man van- 
ished through the doorway and ran down 
Ninth Avenue toward Fifty-second Street. 
He ran out into the street, fired another 
shot, and then, seeing two men give 
chase, returned to guard his counter, 

The two men were Decker and Patrol- 
man William Asch, who had been stand- 
ing at the Fifty-third Street corner. They 
ran down the block and saw several men 
racing west in Fifty-second Street, they 
say. Anyway, Bell was running in that 
direction and Decker gave, chase, order- 
ing him to stop, Bell didn’t stop, and 
Decker says he fired one shot into the 
air. Then, as Bell darted into the ves- 
tibule of 416 West Fifty-second Street, 
Decker says he fired through the panels 
of both doors, and then went into the 
hall and caught his man.

The members of The Associated Press, 
gathered here from all sections of the 
country, held an executive session yes- 
terday afternoon in the Astor Gallery 
of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, and re- 
elected five members of the Board of 
Directors, whose terms expired. They 
were Frank B. Noyes of The Wash-| 
ington Star, President of the asso- | 
clation; W. R. Nelson of The Kansas City 
Star, A. C, Weiss of The Duluth Herald, 
W. L. McLean of The Philadelphia Bul- 
letin, and Adolph 8. Ochs of THp NEw 
YorRK TiMEs. W. H. Cowles of The Spo- 
kane Spokesman-Review was elected to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Harvey 8S. Scott of The Portland Ore- 
gonian. 
I. N. Stevens of The Pueblo (Col.) 
Chieftain was also a candidate for Mr. 
Scott’s place, but withdrew in favor of 
Mr. Cowles. The’ five selected by the 
Nominating Committee as an opposition 
ticket included Delavan Smith, Vance 
McCormick, who withdrew from the con- 
test; W. E. Gardner, Henry M. Pindell, 
and BE. H. Baker. 
Charles S. Diehl resigned as assistant 
semen manager of the association, and 
farry.L. Beach as Superintendent of the 
Central Division. Their places will be 
filled when the Board of Directors meet 
to-day to elect officers. It was said that 
all the present officers, with the excep- 
tion of those two, will be re-elected. Mr. 
Diehl has urchased The San Antonio 
(Texas) Light, an afternoon newspaper, 
and Mr. Beach will assist him in man- 
aging it. Advisory Boards for the four 
grand diwisions were then chosen. 
The Associated Press members and the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso-| 
ciation are holding a joint annual con- 
vention. Im the course of yesterday's 
session a discussion arose regarding os. 
annual y Fron of the two organizations. 
It was pointed out that the membership 
is so large that it is difficult to take 
care of others besides members in one 
room. It was fimally decided to refer 
the matter to the two Boards of Direct- 
ors, who will draw up plans to restrict 
the attendance at future dinners to the 
actual members of the associations. 

Cc. W. Hornick of The San Francisco 
Call made a plea for & more liberal in- 
terpretation of the protest laws of the 
association. When a representative of 
The Battle Creek (Mich.) Inquirer, how- 
ever, applied for membership, the ma- 
jority of the votes was against him. 

When The Associated Press meeting 
was concluded there was a meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
and the Daily Newspaper Club. The fol- 
lowing officers of the latter were elected: 
Louis hicks | of THE NEw YorK TIMES, 
President; H. L. Rogers of The Chicago

Young, Jr., of The Des Moines (Iowa>

Regret was expressed that Mr. Dieh! I[s 
to retire as assistant general manager of 
the Associated Press, but he said he want- 
ed to get back into harness again and run 
a.newspaper. San Antonio, he said, 1 
one of the best towns in the United 
States. Since the army has been quar- 
tered there, he said, the place has been 
overrun with visitors. 

Edward H. Butler of The Buffalo News 
had something to say tn favor of Cana- 
dian reciprocity. 

You know,” he said, “ free trade with 
Canada is going to be a great thing for 
Buffalo, and we are all strongly in favor 
of it. The Buffalo Chamber of Com- 
merce will send a committee to Washing- 
ton to appear before the Senate soon and 
speak in favor of the treaty.’’ 

Thomas G. Rapier of The New Orleans 
Picayune averred that Buffalo was in no 
better condition than New Orleans. He 
had eloquent things to say regarding the 
elimination of mosquitos there. He ex- 
plained that the authorities had given up 
fighting the pests with oil and had taken 
to abolishing cisterns where “ wiggle- 
tails’’ grow and improving the drainage. 
Yellow fever patients, he said, were care. 
fully guarded with mosguito netting, and 
it was impossible for the mosquitos to 
carry the disease. 

There is no Japanese question of mo- 
ment in California, according to Col. 
J. E. Baker of The Oakland Tribune. The 
whole trouble has been caused bv agi- 
tators, he said. He added that George 
Shima, known as the California potato 
king, employ ed mixed labor on his potato 
farms in the delta region. Japanese, 
Chinamen, Hindus, and whites, he said 
worked side by side. 

‘The Chinaman, you know,” he sald, 

‘makes the best house servant in the 
Mees y but because of the exclusion law 
good Chinese servants are scarce, and 
they get higher wages than white serv- 
ants. The only instance where the Jap- 
anese have displaced the whites is in the 
berry section near Sacramento. White 
berry pickers cannot work as rapidly as 
Japanese, and naturally the latter «re 
preferred.” 

Col. Robert Ewing of The New Orleans 
Daily States had optimistic thinas to re- 
port, about the cotton territory. The 
people in New Orleans, he said, were 
looking for the Panama Canal to make 
their city the second in the 
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CAN KERP HIS OFFICE 
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should desire. I hope Corral remains 
in this way of thinking, but I am not 
so sure. I fear, owing to the bitter 
truths about him that were aired in 
Congress that he may have assumed 
another attitude, that he may wish to 
change his plan. 

‘“‘T hope, hot trust, that his patriot- 
ism, and, if not that, his loyalty to 
Diaz, who has been so loyal to him, will 
inspire an action that will absolutely 
relieve the situation, 

‘The return of Gen. Reyes is, of 
course, most important, most welcome 
to us all. He may become Vice Presi- 
dent at the next election. He has al- 
ways been faithful to Diaz. He went 
away when the President wanted him 
to do so, and now he returns at the 
President’s wish. I think his services 
will be immediately utilized in the Min- 
istry of War, where the course of the 
revolution has shown that an organ- 
izer such as he is greatly needed. We 
have excellent officers and much good 
raw material among the soldiers, but 
it has been demonstrated that the army 
was not ready to take the field or to 
work efficiently under war conditions. 

“After Madero has signed definite 
peace arrangements, should any of his 
so-called followers not lay down their 
arms, the suppression of these seditious 
elements will be turned over to Reyes, 
who won honors and the gratitude and 
confidence of the country in the cam- 
paigns of Tepic and Mazatlan. 

‘TY am confident that while undoubt- 
edly there are anxious days before us, 
out of all this fermentation and even 
out of these disorders great benefit !s 
coming to Mexico. More liberal insti- 
tutions will be bestowed and a measure 
of representative government attained 
—not such a Government as you have 
in the United States, but a form of de- 
mocracy proportioned to our needs and 
to the attainments of our voters.”’ 

In the absence of positive informa- 
tion, at least so far as the capital is 
concerned, everybody is guessing as to 
where the peace negotiations will be 
held. Curiously enough, DB! Imparcial, 
the semil-official mewspaper, says 
Washington. It is admitted here that 
El Paso and Juarez have great disad- 
vantages from the Government's stand- 
point. In these places there are at 
present too many revolutionists and 
their sympathizers, who would try to 
and might exert an unfavorable influ- 
ence upon the course of the negotia- 
tions. Of course, before the field arm- 
istice was concluded, an exchange of 
notes had taken place. The revolu- 
tionists had formulated their demands 
and the Government had stated what 
concessions it would consent to. 

In other words, the general line of the 
peace negotiations was laid out and 
agreed to in a general way. It is cer- 
tain that another reformation of the 
Cabinet is contemplated, and another 
election for Vice President and probable 
successor of Diaz. While the matter is 
still unsettled, there are obvious rea- 
sons why the selection of Washington 
as the scene of the negotiations is not 
liked by some. It would be a too pub- 
lic recognition of the invaluable serv- 
ices that have been rendered by the 
State Department and its officials in 
the cause of peace. 

President Diaz is concerned to-day in 
bringing together all the citizens of his 
country, and he does not care to dis- 
please even the very few who would 
not like to accept peace under the aegis 
-f Uncle Sam. The return of Gen. 
Reyes, as announced in THE New YorxK 
TIMES last week, is of course a much- 
discussed event of the day, and it is 
interpreted in many ways, generally 
according to the political complexion of 
the speaker. While Reyes is not as old 
&s some represent him to be, and while 
he is not a veteran of the French cam- 
paign, as has been said, he is an old 
man far from well, and beyond the age 
when men take desperate chances, 

I believe he {s coming to support 
Diaz, and that the honors which were 
refused him eighteen months ago will 
be bestowed in profusion. 


However, the most surprising feature 
of the situation was the arrival here 
last night on a train from Laredo that 
the revolutionists had delayed by dy- 
namiting bridges, of a homeseekers’ ex- 
cursion composed of forty-five M{s- 
sourl, Kansas, and Iowa farmers who. 
under the auspices of a large land com- 
pany here, are going to the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec to buy cheap farms. The 
homeseekers are not at all disheartened 
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der in many quarters. _One.of them 
said to me he guessed there was. not

GEN. NAVARRO TRANSFORMED. 


Amiable Even to Reporters—A Sign 
of the Expected Peace. 
EL PASO, Texas, April 25.—The peace 
mission met again to-day behind closed 
doors and discussed certain phases of the 
tentative terms laid down by the Govern- 
ment, 
Gen. Madero said that he expected to 
learn the name of the Government’s en- 
voy or envoys soon, Until this is done no 
real progress can be made except that the 
revolutionary leaders may reach a clear 
understanding of the situation. 
he insurrecto commander, 
derstood, is ready to announce his ap- 
pointees as soon as tie Government repre- 
Sentatives are named, 
While members of the Madero family 
have not expressed themselves publicly, 
it is generally understood that they: re- 
gard El Paso. as the most convenient 
meeting place for the Peace Commission- 
ers. The meeting place, however, will 
probably be announced simultaneously 
with the names of the Commissioners. 
Peace negotiations, it is expected, will 
consume at least a fortnight. Confidence 
in the successful outcome of these nego- 
tiations marks the situation both in the 
insurrecto camp and in Juarez. Even Gen. 
Navarro of martial mien and ferocious 
whiskers, is gentle as a lamb nowadays, 
according to reports from the Mexican 
city. The Federal commander, it is said, 
has a smile and a cheery word for eve: ‘y 
one, including the once hated reporters. 
His cane swings jauntily as he makes his 
inspections, and there is a coin for each 
beggar who besets his path. 
On odd moments he opens the prison 
fates to free some unfortunate generally 
a harmless individual whose “ viva,” 
misdirected from the Federal point of 
view, aroused official ire a few days ago. 
Apparently the only persons disturbed 
by the present situation in this part of 
Mexico are the Mormons at Colonia 
Dublan. According to advices from 
Casas Grandes, most of the horses oft 
Madero’s army,were left at that point 
when the insurrectos advanced on Jua- 
rez, and in their search for pasture many 
Mormon farmers have suffered. At least 
1,000 horses are roaming in the vicinity 
of Casas Grandes, it is declared. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 25.—The re-es- 
tablishment of peace in Mexico is contin- 
gent upon the resignation of President 
Diaz, according to José Maria Pino 
Suarez, Provisional Governor of Yucatan, 
who has been called by Gen. Madero to 
attend the peace conference. 

Sefior Pino Suarez expects to start for 
El Paso to-morrow. He declared that his 
people would not accept Gen. Reyes as 
Diaz’s successor, and expresses the opin- 
ion that some member of the present Cab- 
inet will be agreed upon as Acting Presi- 
dent pending an election. 


REBELS STILL ACTIVE. 


Madero May Have Offended Other 
Leaders—Federals Defeated in Sonora. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 
MEXICO CITY, April 25.—While 
questions in dispute between the 
Government and Gen. Madero can, it is 
believed, be settled amicably, the con- 
tinued and even increased insurrecto uc- 
tivity in the interior is thought to indli- 


cate that other rebel leaders are trritated 
at not being consulted in regard to the 
armistice. 

Acatian, an important county town in 
Puebla, has fallen into the hands of the 
rebels. Matamoros is in little danger, but 
that Acapulco can defend itself is 
doubted. 

The important haciendas of Tenexte- 
pango and Oacalco have been devastated. 
Bands roam the interior of-.most of the 
States almost at will. but with no general 
organization. The Government proposes 
to convert Madero’s men into rurales to 
put down the troubles in other sections, 
after the successful method that Diaz 
once employed. 

Gov. De Hesa’s friends are very angry 
over what they call the injustice of the 
Government fn not giving to him the pori- 
folio of the Interior. They are especially 
furious toward Minister Limantour. While 
this is not regarded as likely to result in 
armed opposition to the Government, sucn 
a breach is regarded as unfortunate at 
this time. In order to offset his disap- 
pointment or to make him declare his 
position, the Government will, it is ex- 
pected make De Hesa one of the Peace 
*ommissioners, 
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EL PASO, April 26.—A telegram from 
Nogales, Arizona, says a battle was 
fought on Sunday at Caberea, Sonora, in 
the Altar district. The Federals were 
compelled to retreat to Altar. They were 
outnumbered. 

The rebels, who were led by Francisco 
Velascos, lost five men—three Americans 
and two Papago Indians. The Federals 
lost three men killed. 


GOMEZ STARTS FOR JUAREZ. 


Calls on the Mexican Ambassador Be. 
fore Leaving Washington. 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—Before da- 
parting to-night for Juarez, Mexico, in 
response to a summons from Francisco I. 
Madero, Jr., to participate in the gather- 
ing of insurrecto. leaders prior to the 
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azquez Gomez, head of the ievaiutionmel? 
agency here, to-day called on the 
Ambassador, Manuel de Zamacona. 

They met, it was explained, not as offi- 
cial representatives, but “ merely to pay 
a social call as Mexicans.’ There was @ 
cordial handshake and a smile as the two 
men parted, and though neither would 
say later what subject had been discussed 
both exhibited optimism as to future con- 
ditions in Mexico. The incident is re- 
garded as an indication of the belief of 
both men that oe in Mexico is near at 
hand. 

Dr. Gomez declared to-day that the 
meeting place of the proposed peace con- 
ference had not yet been decided. The 
Mexican Government has suggested some 
point between Mexico City and Monterey. 

Dr. Gomez said to-night he hoped to be 
joined at New Orleans by Sefior Pino 
Suarez, who also has been summoned by 
Gen. Madero to Juarez. 

José Vasconcelos of the Mexican rev- 
oOlutionary junta at San Antonio, Texas, 
arrived here to-day to assume charge of 
the Washington agency during the ab- 
sence of Dr. Gomez. 





DIAZ IS OPTIMISTIC. 


Sure Peace Will Return and Mexicans 
Work Together. 


President Diaz of Mexico yesterday ad- 
dressed the following cable dispatch to 
The Associated Press: 

‘‘T reply to your message in which you 
ask me concerning the actual situation in 
this country, I am convinced that condi- 
tions of peace, interrupted for the mo- 
ment, will return to Mexico, and that all 


Mexicans will unite with the single pur- 
pose of furthering the development and 
progress of the country.”

It‘is likely that sentence will be post- 
poned another month, as the Grand Jury 
is not yet through with Robin.

He says, however, that 
he cannot truthfully deny that he is in- 
solvent. 

The answer in the Moore case, in which 
the liabilities were stated as $2,000,000 
and the assets $100,000 ,was put in by the 
Savoy Trust Company. and states that 
the company has no knowledge or infor- 
mation as to Moore’s solvency or insol- 
vency. A similar answer was put in by 
the Savoy Trust Company in the Cum- 
mins case. 

The first hearing in the Condon bank- 
ruptcy proceedings was held in the after- 
noon before United States Commissioner 
Alexander. Mr. Condon was a witness. 
He said he owned a house in Nashville 
and promised to turn over the deed to 
Payson Merrill, receiver in bankruptcy. 
Mr. Condon said his residence at Pelham 
Manor was worth $70,000 and that a mor‘- 
gage of $30, was on the pruperty. Part 
of the furniture, he said, belonged to 
his wife. He told the commission that | 
he and his son each owned an automobile 
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and that his son borrowed the money 
from William J. Cummins and the Carne-

gie Trust Company to purchase his ma- 
chine. Mr. Condon afterward took up his 
son’s note, however. There is a balance 
due Mr. Condon, he said, of $91,000 from 
the banking firm of Moore & Schley. He 
said his salary as President of the Ameri- 
can Snuff Company was $30,000 a year, 
payable monthly.

But One Desctibes Such Ideas as so 
Many Gray Wolves Snapping at 
the Skirts of Liberty,

ALBANY, April. 25.—The Assembly to- 
day, by a vote of 105 to 30, passed Sen- 
ator Roosevelt’s resolution urging the New 
York members in Congress to support a 
proposed amendment to the Pederal Con- 
stitution providing for the election of 
United States Senators by the direct vote 
of the people. The measure was passed 
in the Senate last week by a strict party 
vote. In the Assembly, however, one 
Democrat, Mr. Donovan of Kings, voted 
against the resolution, and twenty-one 
Republicans, including several from New 
York County, in favor of ft. 

The basis of the opposition was that the 
resolution involved a matter which did 
not concern the Legislature and that it 
proposed to weaken the power of the leg- 
islators, who now elect United States 
Senators. Assemblyman Young, Republi- 
can, of Westchester, attacked the resolu- 
tion as a step in favor of the policy of 
radicalism, which was a menace to the 
Government. ° 

“To my mind ft fs abhorrent,” he said. 
“On the heels of this will come, and in 
fact some men high in politics already 
have advocated, the recall of Judges. 
These progressive ideas, together with 
their other name, ‘New Nationalism,’ ap- 
pear simply to be go many gray wolves— 
a popular passion come upon us from the 
West—and they are now snapping at the 
skirts of liberty, waiting only for an in- 
crease in numbers to drag down their 
prey.”’ 

Assemblyman Merritt, leader of the mi- 
nority, upheld the present methods of 
choosing Senators, and asserted that the 
choice of Senators by direct vote was no 
better than selection by the Legislature. 

It was pointed out that a legislator who 
was unfit to vote for a Senator in the 
Legislature was unfit to pass upon legis- 
lation, and that in the selection of mem- 
bers of the Legislature the choice of a 
Senator was frequently an issue. 

The vote followed a long and spirited 
debate.

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TOTAL ECLIPSE ON FRIDAY. 


New York Will Miss It, but it Can 
Be Seen South of Washington, D. C. 


A total eclipse of the sun, which will 
just-miss this city, will take place on 
Friday. To view it expeditions have been 
sent from observatories in many parts 
of the world to the Friendly or Tonga 
Islands and to the Union and Samoan 
groups, all in the South Pacific. The 
principal expeditions are those of the 
Stoneyhurst and SoutH Kensingten Ob- 
servatories, in England, and the Lick 
Observatory, in California. 3 

‘‘ Landing on the Friendly and Union 
Islands is a ticklish piece-of work. To 
get the delicate instruments ashore is 


‘doubly difficult,’ said Dr. Richard Reu- 
'termann of the Department of Agricul- 
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~The mannef|ts make any 











ture yesterday. ‘‘I have visited both 
groups of islands in connection with my 
work in the Division of Geology. Neither 
group has a harbor worthy the name, and 
or have to be made through the 
surf. 

‘Total obscuration will last only four 
minutes, and those four may be entirely 
spoiled by fogs, which are frequent in 
the islands. 

‘The phase of totality will begin at 10:51 
o’clock Friday morning on the east coast 
of Australia. The path of total obscura- 
tioh crosses New Guinea and the islands 
to the north, follows a generally north- 
easterly direction, crossing the equator at 
155 degrees east longitude, and continuing 
to about 140 degrees east 15 degrees north, 
where it dips to 90 degrees east 10 de- 
grees north, just off the coast of Central 
America. 

“The sun will be partially obscured in 
Central America, Mexico, and the United 
States, but the obscuration will not be 
visible north of a line yunning from Port- 
land, Ore., through Milwaukee and Pitts- 
burg to Washington. ‘ 

“The capital will see the edge of the 
moon on the suns face, as the sun set’ 
but New York will miss it. Chicago will 
have a five-minute view before it goes 
down, but Los Angeles, San Diego, and 
San Francisco will have several hours of 
it, fhe sun’ being about one-third ob- 
scured., 

“This eclipse marks the end, or begin- 
ning, of a saros, as the oycle of eclipse 
is called. The saros runs 18 years 11 days 
and about 8 hours. The last correspond- 
ing total eclipse was on April 16, 1893. 
Former oOccurr€nces were April 5, 1875, 
and March 25, 1857. 

_ ‘In each saros there are approximately 
(0 eclipses, 41 solar and 29 lunar, though 
Since 1803 there were 42 solar and 27 
lunar.’’

He said that “ while the husband 
was absorbed in his businessvaffairs, the 
wife has drifted away from him, and the 
two, who worked together in poverty, are 
now out of sympathy with each other, 
and worse than strangers, neither of them 
being free from fault.”’ 

Justice Lehmann said of Schwarz, “ his 
mervous temperament would prevent him 
living compatibly with y wife who 
would not subordinate herself to him,’’ 
and of Mrs. Schwarz, he said that she 
repelled the friendly advances which her 
husband@’s “naturally affectionate dispo- 
sition prompted him to make.” Neverthe- 
less, Justice Lehmann observed that 
“unfriendliness and incompatibility are 
mot @ cause for separation.” He found 
in Mrs. Schwarz’s unfriendly attitude the 
explanation of her husband’s conduct to- 
ward her, but held that it could not ex- 
cuse him for the acts in which it found 
expression. 

The father,’’ he sald, “has always 
been affectionate to his son, and always 
acted for his best interests. He is a man 
of education and business ability and the 
boy's interests would be conserved by al- 
lowing the father considerable opportunity 
to be with the boy.

Cook Accuses Hines. 


W. H. Cook, an official of the Virginia 
and Rainy Lake Lumber Company of 
Duluth, Minn., was the next witness 
called. Cook admitted that he held a con- 
ference with Edward Hines in the Grand 
Pacific Hotel in Chicago shortly before 
the election of William Lorimer to be 
United States Senator. Cook testified 
that Hines met him and a Mr. Turrish, 
another lumber man from Duluth, in the 
lotby of the Grand Pacific. 

Cook stated that Hines said the lumbe- 
interests needed a better Senator at 
Washingtecn, and that Lorimer had been 
Selected as the proper man to take care 
of the tariff on lumber. Relating an- 
other conversation, which he said took 
place in the Grand Pacific Hotel on May 
25, 1909, Cook testified that he met Ed- 
ward Hines by appointment arranged by 


Cc. F. Wiehe. 

‘*Mr. Hines,”’ said Cook, ‘‘ was coming 
back from Washington on the Pennsyl- 
Vania Limited that day, He came into 
the hotel from: the Jackson Boulevard en- 
trance and asked the number of my room, 
so that he could receive a long-distance 
telephone call which he had put in. Will- 
iam O'Brien of Duluth was also with us, 

“During our talk the telephone rang. 
T answered it, and the girl said * Here's 
Springfield; the Governor is on the wire.’ 

‘‘Hines told the Governor that he had 
left Senator Aldrich and President Taft 
in Washincton the right before, and that 
they insisted Senator Hopkins could not 
be returned to the Senate. 

‘‘Hines said over the phone: ‘It’s all 
settled, Governor. I'll be down to Spring- 
f'eld on the next train with all the money 
that will pe needed. Don't stop at any- 
thing.’ ”’ 

Wanted Cook to Leave. 

Cook then said he had a meeting with 
C. F. Wiehe a year later, in May or June, 
1910. This also took place in the Grand fT 
Pacific Hotel and William O’Brien was 
present. 

‘‘ Wiehe seemed extremely anxious for 
us to get out of town at once,’’ said Cook. 
‘“ He said ‘we would be called before the 
Grand Jury, which was investigating the 
Lee QO’Neil Brown bribery case.’ Wiehe 
told us that Hines had called him out of 
hed to send him to the Grand Pacific to 
hurry O’Brien and myself out of town.” 

Cook next related a meeting with Ed- 
ward Hines in the office of Attorney 
Alfred E. McCordic, in the Rookery Build- 
ing in Chicago. 

‘* at this time,’’ Cook testified, “*‘ Hines 
referred to the telephone call which had 
taken place in my room at the time the 
telephone girl said ‘the Governor’ was 
on the line.’ 

Cook said Hines was greatly excited be- 
cause he (Hines) said he had just discov- 
ered that instead of talking to former 
Gov. Yates he had by mistake been con- 
nected with Gov. Deneen at Springfield. 

Wiehe then asked if he (Cook) had 
threatened to sell his stock in the Virginia 
and Rainy Lake Lumber Company to a 
thousand negroes with the purpose of 
compromising Edward Hines as head of 
the company. 

Cook denied that he had done so. 

Wiehe then asked Cook if the Edward 
Hines Lumber Company did not hold 
$130,000 of his (Cook's) notes and mort- 
gages. 

‘Yes, that is true,’’ admitted Cook, 


Partly Confirmed by Wiehe. 


Wiehe, who is a brother-in-law of Ed- 
ward Hines, admitted before the com- 
mittee that Hines sent him on a midnight 
mission to the Grand Pacific Hotel in Chi- 
cago in an effort to have W. H. Cook and 


William O’Brien, Minnesota lumbermen, 
evade Cook County process servers at the 
time the charges that bribery was usec 
in the election of William Lorimer to the 
United States Senate were first. published 
in May, 1910. 

Wiehe’s statement followed 
mony of Cook. 

M. B. Coan, investigator for the com- 
mittee, testified that he had interviewed 
William O’Brien in Duluth within the last 
week and that O'Brien told about the 
same story as Cook, only differing in that 
O’Brien got the impression that former 
Gov. Richard Yates was on the Spring- 
field end of the telephone. 

Wiehe said, on cross-examination, that 
Hines was with O’Brien and Cook at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel on May 26, 1909, hold- 
ing a conference. 

Wiehe said to the committee that he, 
although not in the room when Hinés got 
the Springfield call, believed that Hines 
talked to William Lorimer. 

Wiehe testified that on May 
Hines returned to Chicago from Wash- 
ington at 6:30 o'clock in the morning. 
Hines went direct to the Continental and 
Commercial Bank. Wiehe ‘said that he 
did not go to the bank with Hines, but 
arranged for the latter to meet Cook and 
O’Brien at the Grand Pacific Hotel at lil 
o'clock. The Minnesota men were to 
confer regarding the Virginia and Rainy 
Lake Lumber Company, in which they 
were stockholders, and of which Hines 
was President. 

Wiehe said that Hines had “ put in”’ 
several telephone calls to Springfield on 
that day, but did not know whom Hines 
was calling. Hines at a previous hearing

on that morning from the Continental and 
Commercial National Bank. 

On the point of the Grand Pacific Hotel 
conversation by Hines, Wiehe testified: 

“Why, the conversation was substan- 
tially or practically as follows: ‘I have 
just talked with the Governor on the long- 
distance telephone, and he assures me 
he will do what you ask. You. know that 
the administration—you know what the 
administration wants. Now, leave no stone 
unturned to be elected, I will get down 
to Springfield if necessary in the morn- 
ing,’ and when he got through talking he 
turned to the people in the room and said: 
‘I have just been talking to Senator Lori- 
mer * 


Congressman Ira C. Copley of Aurora 
was put on the stand, and testified that 
he was active in Springfield at the time 
of Senator Lorimer’s election in opposi- 
tion to Albert J, Hopkins. He said that 
he began his campaign against’ Hopkins 
by organizing Kane County at the pri- 
mariés. Then, he testified, he came to 
Springfield to continue the fight. Copley 
said about $5,000 was expended in Kane 
County in theycampaign against Hopkins. 


CUMMINS OFF COMMITTEE. 


La Follette Only Progressive Allowed 
on Committee by Regular Republicans 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The i.epub- 
lican Committee on Committees to-day 
practically completed its work of fiH- 
ing the majority places on the committees 
of the Senate. In so doing, while most 
of the insurgent demands were granted 
in fact, the regulars disregarded the 
agreement whereby the progressives 
should name their own men to the vari- 
ous committees. Still more important, 
the agreen:ent giving the insurgents two 
men on each important committee was 
disregarded as to the composition of the 
Finance Committee, and only Mr. La 
Follette of Wisconsin will represent his 
faction there. 
To-night the 
ting that most 
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insurgents, while admit- 
of their demands were 
granted by the regulars, are asserting 
that bad faith has vitiated the agree- 
ment, on which alone they consented to 
come into the Republican caucus. There 
are still four places over which the 
insurgents are still fighting, and they 
will be disposed of at a meeting of the 
committee to-morrow morning. It is 
likely, should the committee fail to give 
the insurgents tre extra place on the 
Finarce Conimittee, that Mr. La Follette 
will carry the fight to the floor of the 
Senate, and denounce the methgeds of 
Chairman Gallinger. 

By failing to give the insurgents two 
places on the Committee on Finance, the 
regulars keep ab contro! of that or- 
ganization. Mr. Penrose of Pennsylvania, 
as had been known along, becomes 
Chairman, and Senators Gallinger of New 
Hampshire, Clark of Wyoming, Heyburn 
of Idaho, and La Foliette of Wisconsin 
will fill the vacant places. The insurgents 
are disappointed in the failure to put Mr. 
Cummins on the committee. 

The Democrat vacancies on this com- 
mittee have been filled by the appoint- 
ment of Senator John Sharp Williams of 
Mississippi, Kern of Indiana, and Johnson 
of Maine—all low tariff men—and they 
with Mr. Stone of Missouri, already a 
member, and, Mr. La Follette, will leave 
the total low tariff strength of the com- 
mittee in charge of all fiscal matters at 
five men. They will be opposed by two 
protectionist Democrats and eight regular 
Republicans. 

Senator Warren of Wyoming, Chairman 
of the Committee on Military Affairs, 
xives up that to become Chairman 
of the Committee on Appropriations—nom- 
inally the ranking committee of the Sen- 
ate. The regulars added to the commit- 
tee to fill vacancies are Senators Gamble 
of South Dakota, and Sm of Utah. 
Senator Dixon of Montana (a half-hearted 
insurgent) gets one place, and Mr. Bourne 
of Oregon, President of the Progressive 
Republican League, is fighting for the 
other, with some chance of getting it. 

The Committee on Foreign Relations re- 
cruits its ranks by the addition of Sen- 
ators Burton of Ohio and Sutherland of 
Utah (both regulars) and Borah of Idaho, 
an insurgent. Mr. Bristow of Kansas, 
also an insurgent, is desirous of a place 
on this committee, but the regulars at 
present want him to be satisfied with a 
place on the Post Office Committee, to 
which his long service in the Post Office 
Department entitles him. 

The tmportant Committee on Inter-State 
and Foreign Commerce will be headed by 
Mr. Clapp of Minnesota, an  “tnsur- 
gent. Mr. Cummins already a 
member of the committee, and Mr. 
La Follette is very anxious to be 
on it. The regulars are determined to 
keep the latter off the committee, and 
have offered him a place on the tmpor- 
tant Appropriations Committee instead. 
That is one of the points to be settled to- 
morrow. Senators Oliver of Pennsylvania, 
Townsend of Michigan, and Lippitt of 
Rhode Island are added to the committee, 
and of these only Mr. Townsend has any 
Insurgent leanings. He is progressive on 
railroad legislation, though even there he 
has shown great weakness in critical 
junctures. 

Senator Root of New York gets a place 
on the Judiciary Committee. for which he 
has long been slated, though he is known 
to have desired still more promotion to 
the Finance Committee. With him are 
appointed two new insurgents, Messrs 
(“ummins and Brown. The addition of the 
two insurgents makes the future of 
popular elections resolution absolutely 
safe so far as the committee is concerned. 
Mr. Borah of Idaho has heretofore been 
the only insurgent on the committee. 

The four points still at issue are 
Bristow’s claim for the Committee 
Foreign Relations, Mr. Bourne’s for the 
Appropriations Committee, La Follette’s 
for the Committee on Inter-State Com- 
merce, and the general insurgent demand 
that Mr. Cummins be put on the Finance 
Committee. It is not unlikely that Mr 
Bourne will get his wish, and there is 
some talk even that Mr. Bristow, a radi- 
cal insurgent. may be allowed to go on 
Foreign Relations. It is equally certain, 
however, that Mr. Cummins’s demand for 
the Finance assignment and Mr. La Fol- 
lette’s for Inter-State Commerce will both 
be voted down. 

Little doubt is felt that the caucus will 
promptly ratify the whole slate.

The Repub- 
licans gave a foretaste of the way they 
proposed to treat the bill by ridiculing it 
and quibbling over its phraseology. 

Mr. Underwood, Chairman of the Ways} 
and Means Committee, opened the dis-| 
cussion by explaining the scope of the 
measure and the amount of reduction it 
would make in public revenues. He 
said that, roundly, the reduction would 
be $10,000,000, which would be balanced 
by a corresponding reduction of expend- 
itures during the next fiscal year, when 
the House would have had opportunity 
to readjust the appropriation bills to an 
economical basis.

Whatever aggressiveness there was 
displayed was shown by the Bostons, and 
to this element, more than anything else, 
was due the ability of the Red Sox to 
secure a 5-to-3 victory. 

It was thought that Chase would se- 
lect one of his southpaws to oppose 
Patsy Donovan’s men, but instead tried 
Fisher on the mound against Joe Wood. 
Fisher looked very good during the first 
two irnings, but in the third session he 
was lacking all the good things of the 
two opening rounds. The locals in this 
inning got three singles and three Red- 
legs got free transportation, which, with 
a wild pitch. sent three tallies over, and 
Fisher was backed into the stable. Jack 
Warhop, with his underhand delivery, 
finished the game, and two more runs 
were made, a single and a home run by 
Speaker bein the means whereby the 
total resulted. Wolter contributed the 
only fielding stunt of note for New 
York, making a neat catch of a line drive 
off Lewis in Boston's closing inning. 
The visitors got under way first. In the 
opening round erratic work on the part of 
Wood and Willlams gave the aspiring 
champions thelr first tally.

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FIGHT FOR RAILROAD LAND. 
Southern Paciflo Still Expects to De- 


feat Government Sult. 


Mt was stated at the Southern Pacific 
offices in this city yesterday that the 
decision of Judge Wolverton at Portland, 
Ore., did not go to the merits of the 
case in which the Government seeks 
the forfeiture of 20,000,000 acres of Ore- 
gon lands, but was simply an overruling 
of the demurrer set up by the defendant 
roads. The effect of the decision is that 
the Governmernt has made out a cause 
of action, and the case will now be tried. 

The legal points were argued orally 
between two and three years ago, and 
briefs were filed about a year ago, since 
when the court has had the matter under 
advisement. On the trial “of the case 
evidence will be introduced to show that 
most of ,the land is incapable of actual 
settlement, as it is in @ mountainous re- 


gion, full of rocks and sand, and useless 
for agricultural purposes. 

“The basis of the Government’s de- 
mand for the forfeiture of the land,’ said 


an official of the Harriman lines yester- 
day, ‘‘is the provision of law that it shall 
be sold to actual settlers. If the condition 
is impossible of fulfillment, the question 
arises alee pee its non-fulfiliment is 
round for forfeiture. 

ir The original grant, made in 1896, did 
not contain the stipulation as to the sale 
of the land, but provided that an accept- 
ance should be filed by the railroad with 
the Secretary of the Interior. In 1869 
no such aceeptance was found on file, and 
Congress extended the time for filing 
it one year, and added the provision as 
to sale. The companies contend that the 
acceptance was accomplished when they 
built the road, and that the filing was 
merely perfunctory, and a failure to per- 
form it was not ground for adding a new 
condition. 

“These are the facts as to the bulk 
of the land. In regard to the west side 
grant, the guestion is somewhat differ- 
ent, but only 60,000 acres are involved 
there, 

“ Our attorneys on the coast are confi- 
dent that we will win the case in the 
end.”

LARGE COPPER SALES. 


It Is Said'the Brisk Demand Has Near- 
ly Cleared the Market of Stocks. 


Extensive inquiries for copper, which 
have been reported since last week, have 
resulted in large sales, according to trade 
reports yesterday, which variously esti- 
mated the buying at from _ 50,000,000 to 
75,000,000 pounds. When the movement 
began last week with bids for 12-cent 
copper or a fraction better the selling 
agencies outside of the United Metals 
Selling Company had practically cleaned 
out their stocks and the situation was 
largely in the hands of the big agency. 

This concern had been quoting .12% 
cents a pound. Yesterday_ its~ official 
price was réduced to 124%4@12% cents, but 
it was unofficially stated that most of 
the copper sold on Monday was at the 
lower price, The United Metals Selling 
Company, which handles the output of 
the Amalgamated Copper Company and 
allied interests, as a result of holding to 
its previous quoted price while the lesser 
agencies were accepting 12% and 12% 
cents, has sold very ‘little of the metal 
for a month or more. 

No statement was obtainable from the 
United Metals Selling Company of the 
amount of copper disposed of in the last 
two days, but there was hesitancy in 
some quarters in the trade to believe that 
as much as 50,000,000 pounds had been 
marketed. It was pointed out that with 
the reduced production of the Amalga- 
mated mines such heavy sales would very 
nearly have cleared the market of surplus 
copper, and that if such were the case a 
reduction in the official price would hard. 
ly be expected.

“BUREAU OF INFORMATION. 
Borough President Miller Has Con 


ducted One Successfully In the Bronx. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Respecting your’ editorial comment of 
yesterday on the proposal to establish a 
central Bureau of Information in Man- 
hattan. Borough, I beg leave to inform 
you that one of the first policies which 
I inaugurated in the Borough of the 
Bronx when I came into office was the 
establishment of a bureau of this char- 
acter, where citizens could go and obtain 
at once any information tHey sought rela- 
tive to the status of any proceeding or 
public improvement from its inception to 
its conclusion. Formerly citizens had to 
go to the various departments to get in- 
formation, which would often occasion 
two or three visits, if the head of that 





department happened to be out on the) 


works, and now one short visit’ is suffi- 
cient. During the last year over a thou- 
sand citizens have come for information 
relating to petitions, the laying out of 
streets, avenues, and public places; titles 
to streets and the date of the vesting of 
title, ¢onfirmation of the same, when title 
proceedings were initiated in the Board 
of Estimate, the appointment of Commis- 
sioners of Estimate and Assessment, 
status of these proceedings, the progress 
and status of various proceedings in the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
the widening, regulating, grading, and 
paving of streets, &c.; construction of 
sewers, advertised public lettings, execu- 
tions of contracts, when the work was 
begun and finished; when assessment 
lists were forwarded to the Board of As- 
sessors, dates when the assessments were 
confirmed, ceding of land for street pur- 
poses, questions relating to taxes and 
assessments, to pending and future as- 
sessments, to corporate stock issues for 


public improvements, public schools, &c. 
Public records must be kept to date in 
order to answer these questions. Last 
year over 200 communications were an- 
swered and the visitors numbered from 
75 to.100 a month. A register of the 
names and addresses of those seeking in- 
formation is kept on hand for inspection. 
It hag been a success from the start.

THE FINAL ARGUMENT. 

A treaty of general and lasting arbi- 
tration between the United States and 
Great Britain is not the last word as to 
peace throughout the world. Some of 
its advocates seem unfortunately to 
think that it is, and in pressing that 
view they not only expose themselves 
to bitter deceptions, but they tend to 
hinder the cause they have so much at 
heart.

Look 
for a moment at the expressions of this 
judgment that have ‘been brought out 
by the discussion in the British House 
of Commons and by the announcement 
that the United States and Great Brit- 
ain are engaged in the negotiation of 
such a treaty.

Now the Interborough did make an 
offer. I have been held up, strangely 
enough, as espousing that offer. Never 
in my life. I said from the start that 
the offer was insufficient, and I am 
happy to tell you to-day that when it 
comes to the end now in a few days, 
the result of that offer will scarcely 
bear a resemblance to the, original 
offer, so much better will the re- 
sult be. 

Those words, on a strained interpre- 
tation, are capable of application to the 
Btooklyn offer made yesterday, and ap- 
pearing in to-day’s Times> But they 
seem also clearly to foreshadow an en- 
larged Interborough offer yet to be 
made, and reserved until the company 
knew what its offer had to be !f it 
were to be successful. There is yet time 
for such an offer to be made, and it 
would have most attentive considera- 
tion. Still the golden moments are fly- 
ing, and opportunity will scarcely knock 
at the Interborough’s door many more 
times. Now is the accepted time, but 
more than ever it is necessary to bid 
high and quick, especially both high 
and quick. 

There are points about the Brooklyn 
offer which the Interborough may re- 
gard as opening the way to the submis- 
sion of some amended offer on its part, 
as being of a nature, indeed, to put the 
Public Service Commission and the 
Board of Estimate in & mood to be 
hospitable toward even Interborough 
terms. We refer to the financial con- 
ditions of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company's offer. The Brooklyn Com- 
pany will spend none of its own money 
for subway construction. The city must 
provide that, some $83,000,000. ‘Then 
the company will spend $75,000,000 for 
equipping and operating the syatem, 
but it imposes the condition that it must 
be reimibursed through depreciation and 
renewal charges and amortization be- 
fore any division of profits is made 
with the city. There are six classes of 
deductions to be made before the city 
will receive any return, and one of these 
is a payment to the company of the 
equivalent of the present ret earnings 
of its own Brooklyn lines. These terms 
at least ought to make it easy for the 





Now, for the Chief Executive of a great 
State, even though it be that one of our 
States which is most noted of them all 
for what its own inhabitants would cali 
““nearness’"’ in money matters, to advo- 
cate a return, to the methods of treat- 
ing criminals in vogue a century ago, was 
enough to arouse doubt as to whether he 
knew much about either modern penology 
or the results achieved by its practition- 
ers. The doubt is confirmed by his men- 
tion of confinement at public expense as 
if that were all there was to the new 
plans—as if the confinement had re- 
mained what it was in the days the pass- 
ing of which he so deeply regretted. 

In some places, unfortunately, it hasn't 
changed much, and there are still re- 
formatories that are only so-called, pris- 
ons that are mere schools for the gradua- 
tion of confirmed criminals. In others, 
however, whatever of good there may be 
left in the wrongdoer is developed and 
strengthened, and of young misdemean- 
ants a darge majority are so influenced 
by a much changed and mitigated kind 
of confinement that they go out to be- 
come good citizens. 

The belief that children benefit from a 
certain amount of whipping, though stead- 
ily weakening, widely survives, but the 
expectation of good results from the offi- 
cial beating of adults lingers in hardly 
more people than would, in, moments of 
exasperation, advise the revival of racks 
and thumbscrews as instruments of jus- 
tice. If ever anything was thoroughly 
tested as a means of social protection 
and regeneration, it was the lash, and 
confession of its utter failure is now al- 
most unanimous. Gov. BALDWIN is too 
learned in the law to need telling why 
the law abandoned torture as worse than 
useless as a source of evidence, and it is 
strange, indeed, that he should still credit 
it with efficiency as a curé for crime.

hideous total of the world’s suffering, 

That some of the things done by the 
pathologists are not pleasant for the 
layman to think about, and would be still 
more unpleasant for him to see, is true. 
But the same layman would have his 
nerves terribly disturbed, he might even 
faint with something very much like hor- 
ror, if in the operating theatre of any 
hospital he watched the surgeon as with 
firnt band ‘he cuts into the quivering 
fleshof human beings and thrusts bloody 
fingers into the very citadels of life,

In cases where the personal attention

In case he is not an early riser let him 
sleep late, and get to his office around 
noon, or even after lunch: He can then 
give up the afternoon to his callers, and 
return to his office in the evening for the 
work upon which he must concentrate 
and in the course of which he does not 
care to be interrupted,

any one of these devices, and he wiil be 
surprised at the time he will gain for him- 
self.

A woman from the Woman's Political 
Union got a chance to ask the Govern- 
ment Club women to march in the suf- 
frage protest procession on May 6.

Why, a Boston 
woman who marched in ga _ procession 
there had a husband who didn’t approve 
of the. procession, and he went to see it 
and was going te jeer at his wife—but 
I give vou. my word, ladies, her own 
husband couldn’t find her.”’ 

‘Last year I marched,’ said another 
‘*and I tell you I went in fear an 
trembling. I expected to be jeered all the 
way and not a single thing happened from 
beginning to end.” 

“It’s a glorious thing and you'll be 
proud of it years after,” sald the first 
‘but one thing you will have to fre- 
member if you do march, don’t bow or 
wave your handkerchiefs te your friends. 
It doesn't look well. Why, last year some 
of the women held little receptions on the 
street corners.’’ 


TO TEACH OFFICE HYGIENE. 


This and Other Novel Features at 
Union Hospital in the Bronx.

The new 
feature is office hygiene.. The Union Hos- 
pital, which has leased the old Fordham 
Hospital building, and will open it on 
May 1, will undertake to direct business 
and profesional men, educators and min- 
isters As to sanitary conditions under 
which they should work, the length of 
time they should work each day and each 
year, if they would make the most of 
their time, their abilities, and _ their 
health. It purposes to bring about this 
hygiene instruction first by Showing the 
reasonable need of it, and then by se- 
curing the attendance of business men 
upon such instrucvion. 

Three ministers of the Bronx are co- 
operating with Bronx doctors in found- 
ing this new hospital. They are the Rev. 
Kenneth C. MacArthur of Tremont Bap- 
tist Church, the Rev. Clifford S. Gregg 
of Holy Faith Episcopal Church, and the 
Rev. Charles A. Holla of Centenary Meth- 
odist Church. The President of the asso- 
ciation is Dr. John F. Holmes, and the 
Vice Presidents, Drs. Nathan B. Van 
Etten and Frederic W. Loughran. Other 
physicians who are active in the move- 
ment are Drs. William H. Kahrs, Edward 
‘e. Hurd, Clarence H. Smith, and William 
A Boyd. 

Committees are forming in churches to 
assist in the movement, and money has 
been subscribed. Other advances are also 
to be attempted in this hospitat There 
will be instruction of the public in hy- 
giene, training of nurses, and instruction, 
of mothers and housewives, There wii 
be special effort to make the hospital 
homelike.

Quarter’s Profits Below Expectations, 
but March Showed Much Improve- 
ment Over Earller Months. 





Renewed ‘pressure. was put upon the 
market in the early trading yesterday, 
prices yielding all through the list only 
to recover in the later trading and to 
end the day with some further net im- 
provement in prices. United States Steel 
was by far the most active, and it was 
upon that issue that chief attention was 
centred yesterday. This was in large 
measure due to the fact that the quar- 
terly statement of the corporation was 
due in the afternoon. Closing nearly a 
point above the low price of the day, 
United States Steel showed a net loss of 
4%, being an exception to the showing 
made in most other issues. The copper 
stocks were among those which made the 
larger gains of the day,. though in most 
of them trading was not over heavy. The 
total dealings fell much below Monday’s 
figure, and apart from the four or five 
stocks which made up three-quarters of 
the day’s trading the transactions were 
very light. 

When the Steel Corporation's earnings 
for the March quarter were made public 
after the close of the market the fact 
wes revealed that instead of bettering 
the showing which had been made in the 
December quarter the Stee] Corporation 
during the first three months of 1911 
earned but $23,500,000, compared with 
$25,900,000 in the last quarter of 1910, and 
with $37,600,000 in the March quarter a 
year ago. This fell considerably below 
the estimates made on Monday, but the

WHEAT—There was pressure on the wheat 
market during the day and the market closed 
at near the low point. The foreign markets, 
which led the advance last week, have been 
showing considerable weakness the last few 
days, and this with the very favorable weathcr 
and crop news brought a continuation of the 
declining movement which gtarted Monday. 
Prices showed a decline of 1140 to 2c¢ from 
Monday’s high. The foreign crop summary 
was in the main favorable, although there were 
complaints from Germany and Russia, but 


these appeared to have little influence. There 
was a decrease in the European visible, 3,4Uu,- 
000 bushels. The decrease in the United States 
visible Was 2,077,000 bushels.

The 
highest figures of the day were $9,000 in 
the afternoon for William Blake's “ Mil- 


ton ” and $8,600 at-the ev ening session [or 

‘Cleriadus et Meliadice,’’ a French ro- 
mance,. printed in Paris in 1495 and the 
only known copy On vellum. It is the 
A. Firmim-Didot copy, Which sold in 1881 
for $3,900. The contest for it yesterday 
was chiefly between Bernard Quaritch of 
London and Dr. A. ’. S$. Rosenbach of 
Philadelphia. The last bid by Dr. Rosen- 
bach was 88,500, and Mr. Quaritch won 
the beautifully iNuminated work by his 
bid of $8,600. It is the highest price 
paid so far by him at the Hoe sale. 

The rarest of the Americana was sold. 
It was a cony of ‘*‘ Des Sauvages, on Voy- 
age de Samuel Champlain,’’ printed in 
Paris in 1608. This is the first issue of 
the narrative of Champlain's first expe- 
dition to Canada. 

Only four other perfect copies are known 
and the only previous recorded auction 
sale was at Merwin-Clayton’s in 1907 when 
a smaller copy was bought for the library 
of the late E. Dwight Church for $2,000. 
The Hoe copy went to Smith for. $3,825, 
new record price. Another edition, acer 
1613, Was bought by Dodd L. Livingston 
for S700. A translation of Homer by 
George Chapman, London, 1598, sold for

treene. and by Mr. Smith, who.was said 
to be bidding for Henry E. Huntington. 
There were several other competitors for 
the rarity, but they were soon out of the 
contest.

Miss Greene 
seemed bent upon getting the treasure, 
but she fave up the struggle when Mr. 
Smith called out $9,000. 

Only two other copies of this edition 
are known, one being in the British Mu- 
seum and the other in the New York Pub- 
lic Library. It was unknown to W. M: 
Rossetti, who compiled the list of Blake 
editions in his life of that famous author 
and artist. The Hoe copy is thought to 
be the finest of the three known copies. 

Mr. Morgan’s representative was more 
suc eastul in her efforts to obtain a copy 
of Blake ‘The Marriage of Heaven and 
Hell,’”’ Subtished in 1790, and considered 
the most curious and ‘significant book 
ever issued by Blake. This is the rare 
original edition, only a few copies of 
which were issued. George D. Smith 
wanted this valuable item also, and he 
bid up to $38,000 for it, but Miss Greene 
silenced him by a raise of £500, and she 
got it at $3,500. Mr. Smith, however, ob- 
tained for $1,525 Blake’s own copy of 
John C. Lav ater’s ‘“‘Aphorism on Man,"’ 
1788. It contains numerous manuscript 
annotations by Blake. Mr. Smith also 
bought a first edition of Blake’s Poet- 
ical Sketches, 1788, Drosentation copy 
from the author, for S872 ‘Sones of 
Innocence,” 1789, for STOO; “ Songs of Ex- 
perience,’’ 1794, for $700: ** Tilustrations 
of the Book of Job,”’ 1825, for $210. and a 
three-page letter by Blake, Nov. 27, 1805, 
for S180. 

The most remarkable thing in the after- 
noon sale was the price paid for a first 
edition.of William Cullen Bryant's “‘ The 
Embargo, or Sketches of the Times; a 
satire. Ly a youth of eighteen.’ It is 
a duodecimo puolished in Boston in 180s, 
is Bryant's first book and the scarcest 
of all his works. Only four or five copies 
are known. In the Hawkins sale in 1x7 
this same copy sold for only $41.50, and it 
is presumed to be the copy which brourhf 
$17 in the Hoffman sale of 1877. Mr. ue, 
it is said, paid only $24 for it. The hid- 
ding for it started at $100, and thence 
went to $1,000 at $50 and $100 a raise. It 
quickly reached $2,000, and at length at- 
tained $3,000. George D,. Smith and 
Walter T. Wallace were then the only 
ones left of those who had started in the 
contest. Mr. Smith went to $3,800, but 
Mr. Wallace by a bid of $3,350 obtained 
the work. 

It is said to be the second highest price 
ever paid for a first edition by an Amer- 
ican poet. Mr. Smith was the successful 
bidder at $230 for a second edition of 
‘The Embargo,” 18098, a presentarion 
copy from the author in 1811 to L. Hyce. 
Tt is the Hawkins copy which sold for 
$23 in 1887. A one-page letter of Bryant's 
to Alexander T. Stewart, Feb. 20, 13871. 
introducing Mr. Hoe and referring to a 
proposed purchaSe of the Barton Library, 
went to the same bidder for $82.50, an 
unusually high price for a Bryant letter. 

Bernard Quaritch and George D. Smith 
competed strenuously for a copy of the 
first French edition of Boccaccio’s De- 
cameron, a folio printed at Bruges in 
1476, the first book with a date issued by 
the printer, Colard Mansion, in this town. 
William Caxton, the famous English 
printer, was under Mansion’s tuition at 
Bruges before he left there to practice his 
newlv acquired art in his native land. 
The bidding between the two. London and 
New York book dealers advanced at $500 
and $1,000 a raise until Smith called out 
$7,000, at which price Quaritch let him 
have the prize. -

FOR A FREIGHT ROAD} 





Engineers Propose City-Built 
West Side Elevated Line to 
be Leased to Central. 


MIGHT SURROUND THE CITY 


een a ree 








East Side Structure Connecting with 
the New Haven Suggested—Two 
Stations Included in Scheme. 





Alfred Craven, Acting Chief Engineer 
of the Public Service Commission, and 
E. G. Connette, the commission's Trans- 
portation Engineer, submitted to Com- 
missioner Bassett yesterday a memoran- 
dum report on a plan for the removal of 
the New York Central’s west side tracks 
south of Sixtieth Street. The plan advo- 
cates the construction in the marginal 


street of a four-track elevated freight 
railroad running as far south as Rector 
Street, with two large freight stations, 
one near Duane Street and one, at Thir- 
tieth Street. 

In its main features, between Sixtleth 
Street and St. John’s Park, the plan fol- 
lows the proposal advocated by Doek 
ther privileges to the Central in the mat- 
ter of additional tracks, which have come 
in for severe criticism in the Tomkins 
plan, are not included. No provision is 
made for the territory north of Sixtieth 
Street. The report .suggests that the 
structure might eventually be continued 
around the Battery, and up the edst side 
to a possible connection with -the New 
Haven Road's freight yards at Mott Ha- 
ven. 

Messrs. Craven and Connette declare 
that an elevated structure is better than 
a subway, in this particular differing 
from the majority of the Board of Esti- 
mate committee, that it is not practica- 
ble to try to get all the railroads to co- 
operate in doing the work themselves, 
or to give the New York Central a fran- 
chise with provision for admitting other 
railroads. Wherefore, it is suggested that 
the city bulld the structure and terminal 
buildings, and lease these to the Central. 

The total cost of the strueture down as 
far as Rector Street is estimated at §$54,- 
050,000, and the engineers figure the 
charges to be assumed at $4,440,000 a 
year. Against this they figure an esti- 
mated income of 683,578,526 from the 
bufldings, leaving a balance of charges 
amounting to $862,000 & year. Assum- 
ing that about 12,000,000 tons of freight 
annually will be handled, this figures the 
charge per ton at 7.18 cents, as against 
a rental equivalent to 8.27 cents a ton 
now paid by the Central for piers below 
Seventy-second Stree If the buildings 
were eliminated th report figures that 
the net charge would be $2,825,750 a year 
or 24.55 cents a ton on the freight 
handled, which, with 453 cents a ton as 
the cost of the switching. &c., that has 
to be done, would bring the total charge 
against the freight up to 52.18 cents a 
ton within the buildings and 68.55 cents 
without them. 


DEFENDS ELEVENTH AVE. BILL. 








Dock Commissioner Tomkins Replies 
to {hearn’s Attack. 


Dock Commissioner Tomkins has come 
to the defense of the New York Central 
Eleventh Avenue Track Removal bill, re- 
cently introduced in the Legislature at 
his behest. which Clarence J. Shearn, as 
counsel for the League to End Death 
Avenue, has characterized as the worst 
measure on the subject since the fight for 
the removal of the tracks was started. 
In a statement issued yesterday the Com- 
missioner said: 

Se one who considers practical such 
‘ripper’ legislation as kicking out the 
Central from its freight business here as 
the only alternative for such headlong 
leaps in the dark as the Duhamel-O’Con- 
nor bill permits, my bill is doubtless the 
worst ever introduced on this subject. 
But it is my own conviction that it is the 
mistaken authors of such summary and 
blind measures as that which my critics 
have espoused who, if their bills shall 
become law, will turn out to have been 
the real obstructionists, and that what- 
ever of delay half-baked methods may 





involve the final and only proper solution 
will be along the lines which treat as one 
whole the interlinked problems involved 
and deliberately proceed in constructive 
} fashion to solve them. 

“As to the question of perpetuity not 
merely do the bill’s critics mistake its 
terms, but I am sure they forget the 
situation. While but a small amount 
comparatively will be expended upon the 
roadbed, the worth and the utility of the 
vast expense and construction otherwise 
required depend upon the access by such 
tracks assured to the other property im- 
proved. Personally I believe that the city 
should have planned to own and admin- 
ister the freight stations and warehouses 
required. Had it done so the railroads 
might -well be asked to accept the city's 
interest in its own property as sufficient 
guarantee for. their continuous access 
thereto. But if the railroad expected ns 
to make these enormous special invest- 
ments, wasted unless permanency of ac- 
cess thereto is secured, it must be given 
that assurance. Furthermore, it would be 
the gtrossest favoritism, just as the Penn- 
sylvania is coming into use of the most 
sweeping perpetulties possible lately 
granted by the city to enable it to rival 
the Central, if the city should refuse to 
continue such right as the Central already 
has in our city with such widening of 
trackway as shall permit it to do what 
the city demands for its merchants, 

‘‘In my view any act that does compel 
the filing of definitely proposed plans and 
profiles for all the changes proposed will 
have instantly progressed matters further 
than can years of discussion; the public 
exhibition of precisely what the city {fs 
asked to permit, do, or grant will be far 
more enlightening and interesting than 
either I or my eritics can say. I deprecate 
th® omission to do this while menacing 
our business over the shoulders of the 
New York Central—which can only too 
j easily dodge every blow thus aimed.”

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| CHARTER DOUBLY ATTACKED. | 


Citizens’ Linton: tondanane it and Will- 
lath M. Ivins Finds Special Flaws. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 25.—Hearings on 
the New York City Charter submitted to 
the Legislature by Mayor Gaynof will 
be held in the council chamber of the City 
Hall, New York, on Friday’and Saturday 
of this week. 


Senator Cullen and Assemblyman Foley, 
Chairman of the Cities Committees, an- 
nounced to-day that Friday’ s hearing 
would be upon the provisions relating to 
the finances of the city. 


On Saturday the sections relating to the 
Police and Fire Departments and the 
transfer of the pension: system to the 
Poard of Pensions and Retirements will 
be considered. 


William M. Ivins, who was Chairman of 
two Charter Revision Commissions, whose- 
recommendations were disregarded by the 
Legislature, sent a letter to THm Times 
yesterday in which te criticised the May- 
or’s Charter. He says that it is prin- 
cipally noteworthy ‘ because of its rela- 
tion to professional politics.”” Among 
other things Mr. Ivins says: 


Down to the present time the only feature 
of this bill which has attracted attention 
is the chapter dealing with the Hoard of | 





F-ducation. I shall riot now attempt to 
characterize this charter as a whole, not- 
withstanding the fact that a very thorough 
study of its Cetails has convinced me that 
even if its policies were acceptable it is 
nevertheless so drawn as to lead to much 
confusion, and affords no :;olutions of rec- 
ognized municipal difficulties, burt is note- 
worthy .mairly because of its relation to 
professional politics. 

By the provisions of the charter the 
Mayor is to appoint seven members of the 
Board of Education, The full term of 
each of these members ts ultimately to be 
five years. They ure to receive a salary of 
$£,000 a year, with the exception of the 
President, who is to rective a salary of 
$10,000 a year. 

The board is no longer to be, and ft {s, In 
my opinion, proper that it should no longer 
be, an independent corporation, but becomes 
a department of the city government like 
any other. 

This Iatter fact, however, in turn he- 
ecmes of extreme importance because of 
some of the noyel features of the charter 
with regerd to city departments generally. 

In addition to the powers of the Board 
of Education as prescribed by Section 449, 
it would seem that the head of the de- 
artment, by virtue of Section 289, would 
save the power ‘‘to make and enforce 
rules and regulations for the administra- 
tion, government, and conduct of the pub- 
lic business of such depertment,.’’ &c. 

But by Section 236 the Board of Alder- 
men is given power ‘‘to provide for the 
efficient and orderly transaction of the 
business and government of the city.’’ 

Another provision of the charter author- 
izes the Board of Administrative Detail to 
appoint all cashiers of all departmenta, 
thus relievirg the heads of departments 
of the respcensibility for the direct finan- 
cial/administration of their own affairs. 

This Board of Administrative Detail, 
which !s really the Mayor himself, is given 
the frame measure end character of juris- 
diction over county offices, including the 
office of the District Attorney, as over 
city cffices. 

Mr. Ivins here quotes Sections 992 and 
993, copied, he says, from the old Charter, 
and adds: 

Query: Reading these provisions together, 
what would be the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Education? What laws would be appli- 
cable to it? How far would it be, so far as 
its rules are concerned, in the hands of the 
Mayor? What independence and what re- 
sponsibility, if any, would it have? 

Mr. Ivins will take part in the hearings 
to be held by the Legislature in this city, 
He is now preparing a detailed statement 
of his objections to the Mayor's Charter. 

The Citizens’ Union issued a statement 
in eriticism of the Mayor’s Charter yes- 





terday in which it said: ‘“‘It is full of, 
errors, some of which are fundamental, | 


and defeats nearly every object for which | 
it was prepared.’ 
This statement says further: 


Instead of the repealing provisions of the | 
proposed charter which perpetuate a cumu-~ 
lative mass of legislation, and ‘tastead of 
a wholesale repea] which does not discrimi- 
nate as tg what shall Be continued and 
what shall be done away with, there is @ 
third method consisting of a carefully con- 
sidered repeal of all sarsionler acts which 
are to be supérseded. Thig is ete sap sound 
method of drafting a new chart 

There is still another fatal objection to the 
proposed charter which is applicable to the 
charter as a@ whole. Many provisions of 
the existing charter are left suspended: in 
the air, ike Mabomet’s coffin. Thus, the 
judicial provisions relating to the street 
opening and condemnation proceedings are 
to be transferred to the Code of Civil 
Procedure by @ chapter which is yet to be 
drafted, (prefatory note to Article II., of 
ch. 8,) the procedure with relation to the 
collection of arrears of taxes is omitted 
from the charter and left to the discretion 
of the en Ye (prefatory note to Article 
II.,. of c 10,) numerous sections in the 
existing charter covering the taxation of 
foreign fire insurance companies are omitted 
upon the ground that the insurance law 
‘‘“may be readily adapted ’’ to cover them, 
without specifying when or how the adapta- 
tion is to be made, (prefatory note to Ar- 
ticle I. of ch. 14,) and upon principles of 
this character there are. omitted eight or 
nine important subjects which are to be 
dealt with either by amendment of the Code 
of Civil Procedure or by the general law 
or by new ordinances. 

Consequently the work of revising the law 
which relates to the City of New York = 
confessedly only partially performed. Man 
existing provisions are not consolidated ani 
are apparently not repealed. 


The Cities Committee of the Legislature 


will not report on the Charter until later 
in the session.
